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Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief of the Signal Corps, has 
received a report from Maj. Richard B. Thompson, 
Chief Signal Officer of Gen. Otis’s staff in the Philip 
pines, coneerming the telegraph:and telephone service of 
the Army. He says that the lines have been extended to 
within a short distance déf the firing line, and are being 
advanced with the Army. The central station is at Ma- 
nila, where Gen. Otis is in communication constantly 
with the advancing expeditions. Cable reports from Ma- 
nila indicate that recently the insurgents have been able 
to ewt the wires in the vicinity of Calumpit, but they are 
quiekly repaired, and mounted sentinels are stationed 
at the junctions of each line.

Secretary Alger this week sustained Gen. Henry, the 
Military Governor of Porto Rico, in the matter of the 
coutpoversy between him and Lieut. Col. Hood of the 
19th Inf. It appears that Col. Hood was recently repri- 
manded by Gen. Henry for his actions in forcibly re- 
moving the local judicial officer from the courtroom. 
Col. Hood thought he had not been treated fairly in the 
matter, and appealed to the War Department, asking 
that the matter be investigated by a court of inquiry, or 
that if such a course could not be followed, Gen. Henry 
be instructed to reconsider and to recall the reprimand.

Two general officers, now in this country, will shortly 
go to the Philippines for field duty under the orders of 
Gen. Otis. These are Gen. John G. Bates, formerly sta- 
tioned in Guba, and Gen. Frederick D. Grant, formerly 
stationed at Porte Rico. They are expected to start for 
Manila in a few days. Another general officer who will 
probably be sent te the Philippines is Gen. 8. M. B. 
Young, now in command of one of the Southern Mili- 
tary Departments. It is possible that other officers may 
be similarly assigned when the Army in the Philippines 
has been reinforced to its fullest strength. Gen. Charles 
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King, who has been relieved from duty in the Philip- 
pines, is now on his way home and it is probable that 
other officers who have rendered long and arduous ser- 
vice in that country will be similarly relieved as soon as 
their services can be spared. : 


Information has been received by the War Depart- 
ment concerning the ammunition which the  Fili- 
pinos have been able to obtain. It appears that from the 
time that the Americans took Manila the natives had 
been obtaining supplies from Hong Kong and Singapore. 
Before the attitude of the enemy became so threat- 
ening no effort was made to stop this supply, ‘but since 
that time it has beer stopped, as far as was in the power 
of the American authorities. During hostilities with the 
Filipinos large supplies have been sent from the Asiatic 
continent. Recent reports received in Washington from 
naval officers indicate that this supply will now be cut 
off, as a very strict patro] of the island is being main- 
tained. It is said at the Departments that the Filipinos 
have no factory for the manufacture of the smokeless 
powder and the Mauser ammunition which they are 
using.

The gallant marines who lost their lives in the early 
fighting at Camp MeCalla, Guantanamo Bay, are to be 
interred in the Arlington Cemetery, beside the bodies of 
the soldiers whose remains were recently brought from 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The funeral ship Crook is now 
on her way to New York with these bedies, together with 
the remains of soldiers disinterred in Porto Rico. The 
Crook, which left Guantanamo April 21, brings the 
bodies of 350 Americans who lost their lives either in 
Guantanamo or in Porto Rico. A few of these bodies 
have been claimed by relatives or friends, and will be 
buried in private cemeteries in different parts of the 
country. The remainder, about 300, will be buried in 
Arlington with the usual military honors. It is expected 
that these remains will reach Washington about the first 
of next week. Their reinterment will be marked by sim. 
ple ceremonies similar to those which attended the huria) 
of their comrades in the same cemetery a few weeks ago.

Gen. Merritt, commanding the Department of the 
Bast, has recently been in consultation with the War 
Department regarding the manning of the forts and posts 
within his commard. The withdrawal of troops from this 
country for service abroad will soon leave some of these 
posts without sufficient garrisons, and it will then be- 
come necessary to make a general distribution of those 
remaining for the proper garrisoning of stations. It 
has been suggested to the War Department that posts 
on the northern border might be abandoned, and already 
a decision has been reached not to make any attempt to 
maintain them as posts, but to place them under in- 
valided officers in charge of a very smal! force sufficient 
to take proper care of them. The different forts along 
the seacoast, where modern guns have been mounted, 
must be manned in order to keep them in proper condi- 
tion. There will, therefore, be no reduction of the forees 
at such posts.

Gen. Roy Stone and members of the executive eom- 
mittee of the National Red Cross Society, were visitors 
at the White House this week to lay before the Presi- 
dent a plan for the relief of the destitute in Porto Rico. 
They represented that over 100,000, have been without 
bread and meat for six weeks and are now on the verge 
of starvation. Gen. Fred TD. Grant reports 39 deaths 
from starvation in a single province. It was shown 
that the aid of the military authorities gave relief in the 
way of distribution of rations, but employment on the 
roads had been greatly reduced since the free distribution 
of rations were suspended and some of the Porto Rican 
planters and merchants had devised a scheme which they 
believe will afford some relief to the destitute and at 
the same time serve them by introducing Porto Rican 
goods into the American market. The price of coffee in 
Porto Rico is now very low on account of the large crops 
in Brazil and they offered to contribute a large amount 
to be sold in this country through the agency of the Red 
Cross, the proceeds to go to the relief of the distressed 
upon the island. The Porto Rican Steamship Company 
has offered to carry this coffee free. It also offers to 
contribute sugar, fruits, preserves, cigars, cigarettes. 
ete., and suggests the sale of these products at coffee 
rooms to be established in the principal cities by the Red 
Cross. They desire that these desirable contributions 
shall be admitted to this country free of duty. The con-

Baron von Stengel, professor of law at the University 
of Munich, an@ one of the delegates of Germany to the 


- Peace Conference at The Hague, has just published , 


pamphlet entitled “Der ewige Friede” (perpetual peace), 
The essay discusses the questions whether the entire 
abolition of war is desirable, and whether it is possible. 
The Baron is unable to considér perpetual peace as 
true ideal of civilization, or to agree that war is injuri- 
ous to civilization, science, art, commerce, and industry, 
In his opinion it is not intellectual achievement that 
ultimately decides the fate of a nation, but rather jt, 
capabilities for war. In war he contends not only physi- 
cal strength is involved, but also a large number of ip. 
tellectual and ethical factors which determine the worth 
of a nation. As to the possibility of abolishing war, 
Professor von Stengel thinks all endeavors in that direc. 
tion are futile, because, so far as can be foreseen, this 
object will never be attained. No peace conference, 
however convoked and attended, will as far as he can see 
be able to establish universal peace. On the Contrary, 
conferences of that kind involve the danger of causing 
conflict of interests and of intensifying, instead of recon. 
ciling, existing differences. The essayist does not forget 
to tell Germans that least of all is it their: interest to 
support “the fantastic aspirations of the friends of 
peace,” since the German Empire has no* only to main. 
tevin its position in Europe, but has still to ac*ieve fer the 
German nation its rightful position in the plities of the 
world. Just what that position is and what evidence 
there is that Germany is not now occupying as hich 4 
position as she is entitled to, the Baron does not make 
clear. 





Considerable attention has recently been attracted by a 
proposition advanced for the use to a large extent of na- 
tive troops in the Philippines and serious consideration 
has already been given the subject by the administration 
in Washington. It has been represented that certain 
racial affiliations might be used to advantage to defeat 
rebellious acts on the part of Aguinaldo and his follow- 
ers, and thus bring early peace in the newly acquired 
possessions of the United States in the East. One-third 
of the population of the Philippines are negroes of the 
same race as those in the United States, and while 
not numerous around Manila, they comprise almost the 
entire population of some of the islands. The advocates 
of the scheme believe that in a short time there woull 
be an assimilation between the negroes of the Philip- 
pines and their kindred from the United States and that 
the American negroes would have opportunities to get 
homes and possibilities of careers they could not hope for 
in this country. A Cabinet officer said this week that 
the Cabinet has at no time discussed the subject of the 
future disposition of the Philippines. “It is the present 
that we are thinking of,” said he, “and there is not the 
slightest intention of deviating from the present _pro- 
zramme, I believe it is the unanimous feeling of the 
Cabinet that nothing shall be decided as to the future 
status of the islands until we have placed them satis- 
factorily under the control of the United States.”. Every 
dollar and every man necessary to bring the islands un 
der the dominion of this country, he said, would be 
used. When the insurgents have recognized the power 
of the United States the question of their future statu 
will be taken up and discussed.

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ANOTHER REPRESENTATIVE OF THE OLD 
ARMY GONE. 

Col. Josep Nelson Garland Whistler, U. 8. A., retired, 
died of heart failure, April 20, at Fort Wadsworth, N. 
y,, at the quarters of his son, Capt. Garland N. Whistler, 
sth U. S. At. The deceased officer had a long record of 
excellent service, and was the representative of a talent- . 
ed family whose history has been associated with that 
of our Army almost from its beginning. He was the 
grandson of John Whistler, a British soldier, who sur- 
rendered with Burgoyne, at Saratoga, and afterwards 
entered our service. John was wounded in St. Clair’s 
defeat on the Miami, Nov. 4, 1791, and rose to the rank 
of Captain and Brevet Major in the Ist Infantry, serv- 
ing throughout the war of 1812-15 against Great Britain. 
he father of Gen. Whistler was William Whistler, who 
entered the Army as a Second Lieutenant of the 1st 
Infantry, June 8, 1801, rose to the rank of Colonel of 
the 4th Infantry, was retired Oct. 9, 1861, and died Dec. 
4, 1863. Another brother, John, Jr., Ist Lieutenant, 
ith Inf., was killed at Maguago. 

A brother of William Whistler was George Washing- 
ton Whistler, who was graduated from the Military Aca- 
demy, July 1, 1819, resigned Dec, 31, 1833, as First Lieu- 
renaut, 2d Artillery, and died at St. Petersburg, Kus- 
sia, April 7, 1849. Whiie in the Academy he showed re- 
markable skill in drawing and in the use of mathematical 
instruments, “Pipes,” as he was called in the Academy, 
was of a mischief loving disposition and was constantly 
in trouble with the representatives of discipline. He 
was the discoverer of the plan now generality used for 
representing contour lines on the map. . 

‘After his retirement from the Army George W. Whist- 
‘er became a railroad engineer. Indeed, before that time 
ue nad been engaged on railroad work, and had charge 
in 1829 of the first mile of track for passenger coaches 
ever laid in this country, on the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road. When in 1842 the Czar of Russia sent an en- 
vinecring commission to this country to secure the best 
engieer they could find to construct railroads in Russia, 
inerr choice fell on Maj. Whistler. In the face of the 
determined opposition he insisted upon a narrow 
gange to which railroads employing a broader gauge were 
subsequently obliged to return. ln building the Kussian 
iuuroads he triumphed over incredible difficulties and 
broke down from overwork and died in middie tife. He 
ix ciussed with Robert Stephenson and Isambard K.

Krunel as one of the trio of the most able railroad en- 
vineers the nineteenth century has arecees. He was, 
moreover, a man of broad culture and a profound thinker 


and possessed a. gifted and well-balanced mind. He was 
also 2 man of artistic taste and sympathies. Another 
distinguished member of the family is his son, the ar- 
tist, James Adams McNeil Whistler, resident in Eng- 
land. He entered the Military Academy, July 1, 1831, 
where he immediately took and held the position of first 
in drawing, though he was otherwise chiefly distin- 
guished for his zeal in piling up demerits. He obtained 
100 in his first year and stood No. 212 on the conduct 
roll out of 224, that distinguished divine, Dr. Francis 
L. Vinton following hard after him as No, 214 . The next 
year Whistler had 168 demerits, held the first rank in 
drawing and was-not examined in other studies, being 
absent on sick leave. The third year he was again at the 
head in drawing, but was No. 3¥ in philosophy, had 121 
demerits, was “found” in chemistry and was Suagpes. 
He was at this time, July, 1854, seventeen years old. 

Gen. Joseph N. G. Whistler was appointed at large 
to the ewes Academy, Sept. 1, 1842, graduating in 
July, 1846, 

As 2d Lieut., 3d Inf., he served in the Mexican war, 
taking part in the siege of Vera Cruz, and the battles 
of Cerro Gordo, Contreras and Churubusco, and receiv- 
ing the brevet of First Lieutenant for gal- 
lant and meritorious conduct. Participating in 
the battle of Chapultepec he was present 
at the assault on and capture of the City of Mexico. He 
suw service in Texas and New Mexico for some years, 
and reached a First Lieutenancy in the 3d Infantry, in 
June, IS5Z. At Indianola, Tex., in 1861, Gen. Whistler 
was captured by Texas insurgents and paroled as a pris- 
oner of war. From Sept. 25, 1861, to March 20, 186%, he 
acted as Assistant Instructor of Infantry Tactics, at 
West Point. He was promoted to a Captaincy in 1861,and 
acted as Commissary of Musters for the Department of 
Virginia, from April to May, 1863. He was made Col- 
onel of the 24 New York Vol. Art., on May 6, 1863, and 
took part in the Richmond campaign of Gen. Grant, be- 
ginning with the battle of Spottsylvania and ending with 
the assault on Petersburg in which he was wounded. He 
was eager to return to the front and spent only two 
months on his sick leave of absence, and was 
back in command of a brigade in the defences of 
Washington in July, 1864. He had already been ad- 
vanced to Brevet Major for gallant conduct at North 
Anna, and to Brevet Lieutenant Colonel for bravery in 
front of Petersburg. In December, 1864, Gen. Whistler 
reached a Majority, in the 13th Infantry, and obtained 
a Brevet Colonelcy in March, 1865, for gallant services 
luring the Civil War. He was engaged in defending 
Washington at the time of Gen. Early’s raid, and was 
mustered out of the Volunteer service as a Brigadier 
General. He was transferred to the 3lst Infantry in 
September, 1866, and did frontier duty for half a dozen 
years. One of the historic events in this period was the 
Union Pacific Railroad Survey, the escort of which Gen. 
Whistler commanded. In February, 1874, he was pro- 
moted Lieutenant Colonel of the 5th Infantry. From 
IN74 to October, 1886, when he was retired, Gen. Whist- 
ler served in the Northwest, and several times durin 
this period was in command at Fort Snelling, St. Paul.

rhe death of Gen. Whistler makes the gray beards in 
the Army ponder on the rapidity with which the scythe 
of time has been sweeping through the ranks of the Aca- 
(lemy graduates of the 50's, Out of a class of 59 Gen.

PROPHECIES FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 

Booth Tucker, the head of the Salvation Army, does 
not share the dismal prophecies, about our to bet- 
ter life in the Philippines. In am interview he said 
“As to the United States Government managing the Fili 
pinos, I can say that my experience in British India 
leads me to believe that a. people so full of expedients 
as the Americans will have little trouble in bringing the 
natives up to an excellent state of civilization; So soon 
as the rebellion in the Philippines is suppressed you will 
see a quick change, and I believe this.Government will 
show itself thoroughly capable of taking care of the isl- 
ands and their people.” 

John Barrett, ex-United States Minister to Siam, who 
has just arrived in London from Manila, declares that 
the gloomy forebodings expressed in some quarters rela- 
tive to the Philippines are not justified by the facts. 
“The United States naval and military authorities,’ he 
says, “have done everything possible in the difficult and 
exceptional circumstances, and the united support of all 
parties in the .United States at the present juncture 
would enable them to bring matters in the Philippines to 
a quick and lasting settlement, honorable to the mother- 
land, Should the Filipinos, however, who are kept well 
informed, acquire the idea that a prolongation of hos- 
tilities would affect politics in the United States ad- 
vantageously to them, the war would be more pro- 
longed.” With regard to the statements that the Min- 
nesota Volunteers and others wished to return to the 
United States, Mr. Barrett said he had talked with the 
officers of all the regiments and with many of the men, 
and that, while they would welcome a return to the 
United States so soon as their places could be effectually 
tilled by Regulars, there was no such feeling as one 
of insubordination, despondency, or discontent. On the 
contrary, all were actuated, he asserted, by intense pa- 
triotism, and not a man wished to leave the Philippines 
until he had seen the campaign through or could leave 
the work to Regular troops. In the opinion of Mr. Bar- 
rett, the Filipino, as soon as he has had time to digest 
the recent successes of Gen. Otis and Gen. Lawton, and 
to become convinced of American superiority, will set- 
tle down to a life of peaceful and progressive citizenship. 

All true Americans will hope that what is being cou- 
strued into appearances of disloyalty will on the part 
of anti-expansion politicians in tater light be seen to 
be only mistaken views of the sentiments of the people 
of their constituencies. ‘that the matter has, however. 
passed the stage where it can be contemptuously passe 
over is shown by the fact that the chief officers of one 
of our States have become involved in a dispute as to 
the proper expression of the Volunteers’ sentiments. The 
open letter of Gov. Lee, of South Dakota, to President 
McKinley representing that the people of that State de- 
manded the recall of the First Regiment of that State 
now doing splendid duty in the Philippines, was prompt- 
ly met by a rejoiner from the Lieutenant Governor of the 
same State to the effect that the Governor's letter was a 
gross misrepresentation of the wishes of the people of 
that commonwealth.

The cabinet at Washington is said to have discovered 
that a systematic effort has been made to induce the 
Volunteers not to re-enlist and that telegrams have been 
sent to them with that object.

THE MONADNOCK’S EFFECTIVE WORK. 

Admiral Dewey seems to have found a way to utilize 
the big monitor Monadnock whose tremendous gun power 
was put to a practical test the other day when several 
hundred rebels near Caloocan were discovered throwing 
up earth works in front of the large cathedral known 
as the “Priests Retreat.’”” While all was quiet and the 
lazy insurgents were taking their afternoon siesta the 
Monadnock belched forth a mass of smoke and flame, the 
deadly projectile struck at the base of the building and 
exploded, wrecking the structure, killing or wounding 
all within reach of the bursting shell. Four shots were 
fired, each of them taking effect in the building and 
those that passed through and failing to burst, accord- 
ing to a Manila paper, went on into Malabon where 
they repeated their deadly errand. The co-operation of 
the Navy with the Army in firing by signal from Caloo- 
can church tower proved a great success. The various 
points were selected on the map and their range and 
azimuths from previously platted position of the Monad- 
nock were signalled.

THE NAVAL JUDGB ADVOCATE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


The last Congress, by the passage of the Naval Per- 
sonnel bill, did much for the Navy, but it missed its 
opportunity of doing much more by striking from the 
bill the provision for the creation of the Judge Advocate 
Corps. The Navy deserves well of the country and it 
is to be regretted that this one progressive feature in 
its reorganization was so summarily turned down. 

I'he establishment of the Judge Advocate Corps would 
have been a most fitting sequence to the various steps 
which have been taken from time to time in the march 
of progress and reform. It is not so long ago that coum 
sel for the accused was permitted to appear before 
courts martial with the unexpressed but clearly indi- 
cated suggestion that his. presence was not of right, but 
by courtesy. Officers now on the list of Lieutenants 
can remember the time when the accused or his coun- 
sel was not permitted to examine or cross-examine a wit- 
ness saan but was compelled to reduce each and every 
question to writing and submit it to th 
Judge Advocate before it was cauaomtiantle te the ie 
ness. Within the present decade it was the custom for 
the Judge Advocate to remain with the court when it was 
closed for deliberation or for arriving at a finding and it 
was the custom, also, to take the legal opinions of the 
Judge Advocate in closed court, while the accused was 
on the other side of the door. It was also the practice 
(and in this respect the naval court martial stood alone 
among the civil and military courts of the world), for the 
Judge Advocate to make the verdict, By this | mean that 
the members of the court communicated their individual 
findings or verdicts to the Judge Advocate in writing; 
that no one member knew how his colleagues had voted 
and that the Judge Advocate, having received all the 
votes, announced the result of the majority of votes as 
guilty or not guilty,” without fear of contradiction.

By the 
lations of the service the Judge Advocate is the 
adviser of the court and its actions are ma 
upon his suggestions, and to expect the legal 
satisfactorily perform his gatas as such, with lit 
no D yong. wy! education in that line, would 
border on the absurd. That this has been the result can 
be shown by the records of the Navy Department, in 
which, time after time, the proceedings of courts mar- 
tial have been set aside on review, by reason of the ille- 
gal or informal action of the courts, This fact, however, 
is no reflection on the members of the courts or on the 
Judge Advocates. It is the fault of the system and is 
due entirely to the fact that officers with little or no 
knowledge of the law are called upon to exercise the 
functions of judge and jury under leadership of one 
who knows as li as themselves. The condition. is fair 
neither to the officers nor to the Government, 

There is at present, no provision made in the nayal 
service for giving to officers this character of education 
and the —y ies in the creation of the Judge Advo- 
cate Corps. The know of naval law alone will not 
qualify a man for the position of Judge Advocate, as I 
hope yet to see it.

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WHO CAPTURED ILOILO? 

We regret to observe that a protest hae been presented 
to the Navy Department by Capt. G. F.. Wilde, who was 
antil recently in command: of the cruiser Boston, now 
with Adml. Dewey’s fleet, againet the promotion of Col. 
Miller to be a Brigadier General, as a reward for the 
capture of Lioilo, Capt. Wilde contends that the cap- 
ture was made exclusively by the naval forces under his 
command, and holds that the town was not occupied un- 
til after its capture by men from his ship by the Army 
forces then under Col. Miller, who, according to Capt.

COLONEL GARLINGTON’S REPORT. 


The report of Lieut. Col. E. A. Garlington, of the Com- 
missary Department of the Army, which was presented 
to the beef Court of Inquiry, but not accepted as a part 
of the record, was made public April 25. It covers 
almost 100 typewritten pages, and is a careful review of 
the subject. This is the result of the investigation begun 
by orders of Major Gen. Miles. Col. Garlington 
has collected opinions of 376 officers and 163 enlisted men 
concerning the canned roast beef, which he classifies as 
follows: Twenty-three officers and 1 man pronounced it 
“good or excellent’; 25 officers and 2 men, “fair or good, 
with exceptions’; 26 officers and 11 men, “mostly bad 
or unfit’; 302 officers and 149 men, “entirely bad or 
unfit.” He adds that “where cooking was possible and 
vegetables and condiments available, and the beef pre- 
pared, seasoned, and mixed with vegetables, complaints 
were lessened or modified, and some even praised it as a 
substitute for fresh beef.” Out of about 2 officers re- 
porting on the subject, 98 per cent. state that they had 
never seen canned roast beef used in the Army before the 
war, and only 2 _ cent. remember a previous issue. 
The four officers who 1ecall the issuance of the beef prev- 
ious to the war are Lieut. Col. Jas. N. Allison, U. 8. Vols. 
(Major, Subsistence Department, U. S. A.); Capt. G.

Col. Garlington’s data on canned roast beef destroyed, 
show that at least 104,818 pounds were acted upun by 
Boards of Survey or Inspectors, and that of this amoun 
69,070 pounds were destroyed as worthless, and 35,74 
pounds sold. The opinions of officers and men on the

THE WEEK AT MANILA. 

The week has been one of great activity in the entix 
country north of Manila. While Gen. MacArthur’e Di 
vision was pounding away at the forces intrenched be 
tween Malolos and Calumpit, Maj. Gen. Lawton swept 
up from Manila to the northeast, clearing the country 
of rebels between the railroad and the foothills. Bot 
movements were attended with considerable loss to th 
Americans, the troops of Gen. MacArthur suffering th 
most heavily, Col. Stotsenburg, of the Nebraska : 
ment, being among the killed. 

ing the general movements there was som 
sharp fighting on April 20 and 21. A force of about 








‘his, our correspondent said, “was unfortunate, for even 
then the landing could have been made peaceably had it 
been essayed.” ‘ 

The Spanish General, Rios, evacuated Iloilo Dec. 24, 
and the insurgents took possession of the city Dec. 26, 
just before Gen. Miller arrived. After postponing his 
landing, at the request of the foreign residents, Gen. 
Miller waited for orders from Gen. Utis. These being 
received on Feb. 10, he sent a written demand for eur- 
render addressed ‘““lo the Commanding General, Native 
Forces, Licilo.” This appears in the Journal of April 8, 
page 746. This led toa promet resignation of the officers 
of the “Visayan Republic,” but Gen. Armeto, in com- 
mand of the insurgents, refused to resign, and hastened 
work on his trenches. The Boston and Petrel opened 
fire on these trenches until a flag of truce was hoisted. 
Then the ships sent ashore a landing party, who took 
possession of a fort, hauled down an insurgent flag 
and hoisted the American ensign. The first detachment 
from the Army landed almost half an hour later. Such 
is the story of the capture of Lioilo as told by our cor- 
respondent in the letters to which we have referred. 





MEN OF THD RALEIGH ENTERTAINED. 


The bluejackets and marines of the Raleigh, to the 
number of some 150 men selected for good conduct, were 
given a rare treat at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York 
City, on the evening of April 24, where they were en- 
tertained at a “smoker” arranged for them by some 
prominent citizens, who desired to give the men behind 
the guns something of a good time, and it is doubtful 
if any crew ever had its equal.

The fol owing narra- 
tive of the affair is credited by the New York “World” 
to Yoeman Young, one of the fortunates present: 

“When we came alongside this Waldorf-Astoria the rig 
of the craft kind of dazzled us. Some wanted to cut 
loose and drift away, but the rest said they would stick 
by the ship. 

“As soon as we got in the cabin we took stations for 
stays, let go our weather anchor and moored for the 
night. Then some Johnny Crapauds came around and 
dropped mugs of beer, and, say, didn’t that beer taste 
good after the hot weather at Manila.

ebels attacked the outposts of the Washington Regi- 
ment, near east of Manila, at the head of 
lake and south of Pasig and Pateros, on Apeil 20. The 
rebels were routed after two hours’ fighting, leavin 
twelve men killed on the field and several ~siemiett 
Three Americans were wounded. On the mo of the 
2ist three companies of the South Dakota ment 
marched from ve, half way between Manila and 
Malolos, and, in conjunction with three companies of the 
Minnesota Regiment, from Guiguinto, north of Bocave, 
drove back a rebel force numbering fully 500 men, in- 
flicting heavy losses. ; 

Gen. wton took the field at Manila at daybreak 
April 22 with a column of troops consisting of the North 
Dakota Regiment, two battalions of the Inf., the 22d 
Inf., two guns of Scott’s Battery, three troops of the 
4th Cay., and Gale’s Squadron, equipped in light march- 
ing order. ‘This force took the Novaliches road, tra- 
versing the count reviously cleared of rebels, but sub- 
sequently re-occup by them. The plan was for Gen. 
Lawton to outflank the enemy before fining Gen. Mac- 
Arthur north of Malolos, and to get between Calumpit 
and the hills, Calumpit being the newest headquarters of 
the File lying about eight miles northwest of Ma- 
lolos. If Gen. Lawton, moving along the base of the 
foothills some miles east of the railroad, succeeded in 
getting to the east of Calumpit, and then turned west, 
while Gen. MacArthur pushed forward, the rebels would 
be disastrously outflanked. The country covered by Gen. 
Lawton has been terra incognita previously to the Amer- 
icans. This double movement, resembling the recent 
one centering at Polo, was begun on a larger scale than 
any previous operations against the insurgents. The 
strange country proved to have no terrors for such an 
old Indian fighter as Gen. Lawten. f 

The first day’s march of Gen. Lawton resulted in scat- 
tering the rebels from the district about Novaliches, 
about ten miles northeast of Manila. There was some 
skirmishing, but no stand, by the insurgents. Gen. Law- 
ton’s first objective point was No aray, which, with 
Calumpit and Manila, makes a triangle, the railroad run- 
ning northwest between the last two towns forming 
the hypotenuse. Norzagaray being nearly north of Manila 
on the perpendicular of the triangle, Gen. Lawton, on 
arriving there, would find himself due east of Calumpit 
by about twenty miles. A sharp turn to the west would 
then effect a union with Gen. MacArthur. This move- 
ment can be followed with the map published herewith. 

While Gen. Lawton was pushing forward, the next 
day, Sunday, April 23, saw near Malolos some of the 
fiercest fighting and severest losses yet met with 
by the Americans in their movements against the 
rebels. A detachment of forty men of the 4th Cav., 
under Major Bell, encountered a strong outpost near 
Quingau, three and one-half miles northeast of 
Malolos. One American was killed and five wounded 
by a volley. The Americans retired, carrying their 
wounded under fire and with great difficulty, being 
closely pursued, the fog enabling the enemy to creep up 
to them. Two men who were carrying a comrade were 
shot in the arms, but they continued with their burden. 
Reinforcements went to rescue the body of the killed 
cavalryman, and a battalion of the Nebraska regiment, 
nnder Maj. H. B. Mulford, arrived and advanced until 
checked by volleys from the enemy’s trenches. The 
Americans lay about 800 yards from the trenches, behind 
rice furrows, under fire, for two hours. Several men 
were sunstruck, one dying from the effects of the heat, 
is they lay there waiting for the artillery to come up. 

Finally the 2d Battalion of the Nebraskans arrived. 
and then Col. John M. Stotsenburg, who had spent the 
night with his family at Manila, came upon the field. 
The men immediately recognized him and raised a cheer. 
Col. Stotsenburg, deciding to charge, led the attack at 
the head of his regiment. He fell with a bullet in his 
breast, dying instantly, about 200 yards from the breast- 
works. Lieut. Lester E. Sisson fell with a bullet in his 
heart, the bullet striking him near the ag wy of a girl 
suspended by a ribbon from his neck. In the meantime 
the artillery had arrived and shelled the trenches. The 
Filipinos stood until the Nebraska troops were right on 
the trenches, and then they bolted to the second line of 
intrenchments, a mile back. 

The Nebraska regiment lost two privates killed and 
had many wounded, including two Lieutenants. The 
lowa regiment had several wounded. The Utah regi- 
ment had one officer and three men wounded. Thirteen 
dead Filipinos were found in the trench. Their loss was 
comparatively small on account of their safe shelter. 
The Americans carried the second trench with small loss 
and held the town at night. Quingua, the town from 
which the insurgents were driven, is one of the most im- 
portant municipalities of the province of Bulacan, and 
is eighteen and a half miles north of Manila. Its popula- 
tion numbers 7,500. 

General MacArthur's division left Malolos April 24 to 
besiege Calumpit. The 4th Cav., with three guns belong- 
ing to the Utah Battery, the Nebraska regiment, and the 
Iowa regiment. under Gen. Hale, Major Mulford, com- 
manding the Nebraskans, crossed the river, and at 4 
clock in the afternoon reached a position near Calum- 
pit, commanding the ford. Gens, MacArthur and Whea- 
ton, with the Montana regiment, advanced to the left of 
the railroad, and the Kansas regiment moved forward 

» the right, north of Malolos. They had with them a 
long supply train, with two armed cars in front, carry- 
ing two Gatlings and Colt’s rapid-fire guns and the six- 
touseee which did such execution at the capture of 
alolos. 

The whole of Tuesday, April 25, was spent by Gen. 
MacArthur's division in fighting its way to the Filipino 
trenches before Calumpit. It advanced through woods 
and jungle, and crossed the Bagbag River. This was 
‘ccomplished at a cost to the Americans of six killed 
and twenty-eight wounded, the 1st South Dakota regi- 
ment being the heaviest loser. After fording the river 
the South Dakotans pursued the insurgents to the out- 
skirts of Calumelt, but the town was found so strongly 
protected that Gen. MacArthur deemed it best to with- 
draw the tired fighters and to go into camp for a night's 
rest before making the final assault. The rebel forces 
were well drilled. Every foot of the ground was tena- 
ciously disputed by thoroughly organized troops, who 
stood remarkably firm even before artillery. | 

The enemy had planned to wreck the American artil- 

lery transport train. A span of the iron railway bridge 
over the river was destroyed. The Filipinos cut the gir- 
ders, intending to have the structure fall with the train, 
hut it collapsed prematurely of its own weight. The 
Bagbag River, about 100 yards wide at that point, was 
splendidly fortified, and the Americans were compelled 
to approach across an open space from which the rebels 
ad cleared every obstruction to sight. The bank of the 
iver, a high bluff, was surmounted with trenches, = 
with rocks, loopholed, and partly hidden by bushes. Gen. 
Wheaton’s brigade approached the river along the rail- 
oad, leaving camp beyond Malolos. Gen. Hale moved 
westward toward the railroad. The armored train was 
pushed by Chinamen, the 20th Kansas regiment advanc- 
ing in extended order on the left and the Ist Montana 
regiment, with the Utah Light Artillery, on the right. 

The rapid-firing guns on the train opened the fight 
half an hour before noon about a mile from the river. 
The Montana Regiment and the Utah Light Artillery 
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batteries at the same time entered the jungle in the face

space in front of the river, and the artillery began shell- 
ing the Filipino trenches. In the meantime Ron gro K, 
20th Kansas, led by Capt. Boltwood, perfo one of 
the most brilliant achievements of the campaign. 
regiment was being held in reserve, and Company K 
charged a distance of a quarter of a mile over a corn- 
field to the bank of the river, near the w the 
insurgents from a trench were ring the armored 
train, then about 200 yards down the track. The com- 
pany found shelter in a ditch. Col. Frederick Funston 
ealled for volunteers to cross’ the river, and the Colonel 
himeelf, Lieut. C. H. Ball and four enlisted men crawled 
along the iron girders. Rebel bullets spattered the wa- 
ter under the structure. Having reached the broken 
span the little band of Americans slid down the caisson, 
swam a few yards to the shore, and crawled up the bank, 
the Colonel leading the way to the trenches, revolver in 
hand, while the few remaining Filipinos bolted. Col. 
Funston said afterward: “It wasn’t much to do. We 
knew they could not shoot straight, and that our boys 
would attend to them while we were crossing.” 

Gen. Hale’s troops, on the right, had hard fighting. 
They followed the north bank of the river, nearest the 
town, from the east, with the Ist Nebraska Regiment 
on the left and the Ist South Dakota and 5let Lowa be- 
yond. The country to be traversed was mostly jungle, 
but the Filipinos stood their ground, even in the n 
spaces. Gen. Hale’s right joined Gen. Wheaton’s left 
soon after noon, a curve in the river enabling the Amer- 
icans to pour an enfilading fire into the enemy’s trenches. 
About this time the cheers of the Kansas troops an- 
nounced that the Americans had crossed the river. In 
fording the Chico, a branch of the Bagbag, Gen. Hale 
i.nself plunged in up to hie neck, and the regiments, all 
wy by flags, floundered across the stream. The guns 
of the Utah Light Artillery were dragged over next. 
che armored car had one man killed and two wounded. 
The Kansas Regiment had three wounded during the 
charge, and the Utah Light Artillery one killed and two 
wounded. Most of the other casualties befell the South 
Dakota Regiment. The temperature was 94 degrees, 
and several cases of sunstroke were reported. The in- 
surgent losses were 70 killed, many of them by the Artil- 
lery. The Americans captured 350 prisoners. The Fili- 
pino troops engaged were well uniformed and _ well 
drilled. As the campaign progresses the rebel troops are 
improving. They are adopting American methods, and 
the accuracy of their shooting is evinced by the fact 
that five Americans were shot in the head. 

_ Calumpit, about which the fighting has been raging 

is a town of 2,000 houses, situated on the left bank of a 

— stream at its confluence with the large Rio Grande 
iver. 

While Gen. MacArthur's division was approaching 
Calumpit, Gen. Lawton continued his movement. Al- 
though the sticky condition of the ground, due to a 
rainstorm, seriously impeded its progress, Gen. Lawton’s 
column left San Jose half way to Norzagaray, April 25. 
Col. Owen Summers set out from Bocave on the rail- 
way east of Bulacan with two battalions, each from the 
Oregon and Minnesota regiments, three troops of cav- 
alry and two guns, expecting to make a junction with 
Lawton’s column. 

A small body of rebels at Taitai, at the head of Lag- 
una de Bay, was discovered on April 25 by the armored 
launch Napidan. A few shots scattered the rebels, and 
drove them inland from the lake. 


The despatch from Gen. Otis in another column shows 
that the brilliant work of the American forces at Calum- 
pit took the heart out of the Filipino leaders and led to 
the negotiations for peace. These final operations were 
as follows: 

Gen, MacArthur's troops entered Calumpit on April 
26 after several hours of hard fighting. The rebels for 
the first time used cannon. Gen. Wheaton's brigade did 
most of the fighting of the day. Just before noon the 
Utah Battery shelled Calumpit and Gen. Hall's brigade 
on the right appearing opportunely, the rebels saw they 
would be flanked and retired precipitately to the sub- 
urbs. The Americans entered the town, planting their 
guns in front of the church. Night fell with the Utah 
guns shelling the trenches. he rebels had made their 
way during the day across the railroad bridge which 
they partly destroyed to extended intrenchments across 
the Rio Grande, which flows along the northwestern 
side of the town. The fighting of April 27 had for its 
object the breaking up of the insurgent forces across the 
river. Crossing the river was the first problem to solve. 
It was solved with one of the most daring events of the 
comeaien,. During the night Col. Frederick Funston of 
the 2 Kansas, tried to lead 15 men over the half de- 
stroyed bridge. Corp. Furgeson, of Co. E, stripped and 
crawled along the girders to reconnoitre. He got with- 
in ten feet of the sentry on the far shore. He reported 
that the crossing could not be made in the dark. Then 
Funston started to take 120 men across a mile to the 
westward by swimming. The barking of dogs betrayed 
the move and the bright moonlight disclosed the column 
to the rebels who poured in heavy volleys from across 
the river. The insurgents numbering several thousands 
occupied almost impregnable earthworks on the banks: 
No columns could cross the bridge, as the flooring had 
been taken up. At 10 in the forenoon of April 27, Col. 
Funston with 120 Kansans went to a point several hun- 
dred yards from the bridge, where Pvts. White and 
Trembley with a rope swam across. Protected by_a 
heavy fire from the Americans on the other bank, the 
two heroes fastened the rope. Three rafts carrying 50 
men crossed the river, the rope enabling them to guide 
the raft. The rebel fire was inaccurate and the raft 
landed. The Americans drove the insurgents out of the 
trenches and pursued when they were forced to retire 
by the fire of Maxim guns well handled by the rebels. 
Col. Funston’s small force fell back to the bank. Then 
Col, Funston with 9 men crossed the stream in a boat. 
Placing himself at the head of the little band, he ordered 
a charge upon the insurgents who terrified by the yelling 
of the Kansans broke in disorder. Funston’s men got up 
to the bridge and then the men of Wheaton’s brigade 
picked their way safely across. They got over just in 
time as the rebel Generals had su ed in rallying 
their forces for an effort to retake the trenches. Heavy 
fire from Wheaton’s men broke their lines that soon 
melted away in all directions. Many took a train that 
went away to the north. while the largest body fled to 
the eastward, Apolit, the next town to Calumpi, was 
occupied by the forces of Gen. Wheaton and Gen. Hale. 
The Utah Battery, the 6th Artillery, the South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Iowa Regiments all did splendid work 
during the day. The Americans lost two killed and a 
dozen wounded. Thirty-seven rebel prisoners were 
taken. Gen. Antonio Luna was a conspicuous figure in 
the rebel lines. Though showing great bravery he could 
not hold his men. The last troops of Gen. Lawton’s col- 
umn reahced Norzaguray hours behind the. advance. 
They were worn out by the awful struggle through the 
roadless Jen le. They arranged to rest three days and 
then wit 1. Summer’s command to move westward 
toward Calumpit. 
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RESPONSIBILITY FOR CONDEMNED BREF, 

The Army Board of Survey, convened by special order 
of the Secretary of War to fix the responsibility for 
loss of 300,000 pounds of refrigerated beef sent to Porto 
Rico last August on the transport Manitoba, has -sub- 
mitted its report to the Secretary of War. The Board 
consisted of Col. James M. Moore, Assistant Quarter- 
master General; Col. Dallas Bache, Assistant Surgeon 
General; Col. Francis L. Guenther, 4th Art,; Capt. Louis 
E. Scherer, Recorder. A brief history of the beef in- 
quired into is that it was purchased of Swift & 
Co., and left Newport News Aug. 5. When the vessel 
arrived at Ponce it ran on a reef and injured its re- 
frigerating apparatus. Later the transport was sent to 
vther parts of the island, no particular effort being made 
meanwhile to issue the meat that was on board. The 
Manitoba returned to the United States with all but 
about 16,000 pounds of the beef on board. What _re- 
mained on the vessel when it arrived at New York had 
to be thrown overboard, however, because of its con- 
dition, Swift & Co. demanded payment, their bill being 
about $26,000. The Board of Survey appointed to fix 
the responsibility reported as follows: 

“That the beef was good and fit for issue upon its 
arrival at the port of Ponce, Aug. 10, 1898, was reported 
to the proper military authori and that this condi- 
tion continued after the release of the Manitoba from the 
reef on Ang. 14, 1898, although there is reason to believe 
that the refrigeration was not satisfactory during that 
interval. 

“That notwithstanding the time and labor involved in 
unloading troops and animals from the Manito’ 
cleaning the ship, up to and including Aug. 1 
due and proper effort was not made to issue this beef 
to the accessible troops between that date and Aug. 25, 
1898, the date of the departure of the Manitoba from 
Mayaguez. 

“That this lack of effort wae in the nature of an ac- 
quiescence in the arran ent already locally eanctioned 
for the purchase of native beef, but lay primarily in the 
lack of controlling authority and a responsible head of 
the Subsistence Department in Ponce, under the diffi- 
culties attending a new military situation. 

“That both at Mayaguez, Aug. 25 to Aug. 31, and at 
Ponce, between the date of the return of the Manitoba, 
Aug. 31, to her departure for New York, Sept. 7, no 
proper effort was made for the issue of this f, and 
the meat was, in the opinion of. the Board, still fit for 
issue. 

“That the meat had not been eubjected to ang chemi- 
eal process whatever for its preservation. 

“That the loss of this beef was due to several causes: 
Possibly deterioration, while the rym plant was 
interrupted or disturbed Aug. 10 to Aug. 14; exposure 
to high temperature from the time of loading on the 
transport to the date of issue at Mayaguez and after; 
improper handling and faulty protection after issue; de- 
ficient transport to troops; Ftp udice against its appear- 
ance under unfamiliar conditions and delay. A month 
elapsed since the beef was d before it rea 
Mevyagees, when for the first time issues were made, 
each day adding to the difficulties. Finally the distri- 
bution to the troops was such that, under the circum- 
stances, great loss was inevitable, in the absence of re- 
frigerators at pore of entry. 

“That the United States is responsible for the loss. 
The Board is aware of an average waetage in the issue 
of refrigerated heef—a loss properly chargeable to the 
contractor—but the Board is unwilling to fix an ar 
figure for such a shipment as that of the Manitoba, 
handled under the adverse circumstances existing as 
established by the testimony, and in the absence of re- 
liable data. 

“That Swift & Co. be reimbursed for the beef. 

“The Board construes the time limit in the contract 
with Swift & Co. to mean that the beef should remain 
sound for twenty-four hours after delivery to the issuing 
Commissary if properly protected; the seventy-two-hour 
clause referring to intermediate storage in land refrig- 
erators.” 

Secretary Alger has approved the findinge of the 
Board, and directed that parment be made to Swift & 
Co., in accordance with the report.

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STATE COURTS AND U. 8S. DISCHARGES. 

It would be strange, indeed, if one result of the in- 
quiry into the conduct of the 7ist New York at San Juan 
by a State court would not be to throw doubt upon the 
value and worth of an honorable discharge from wili- 
tary service granted by the United States. The Volun- 
teer officers who have been singled out for condemna- 
tion by the court hold, in their discharges received at 
muster-out, certificates of proper performance of duty 
given them by the Government which they served. If 
they are to be deprived of the distinction which this cer- 
tificate confers upon the soldier, then the unusual spec- 
tacle will be presented of an endorsement of character 
bestowed by Army officers who were on the spot being 
set aside by civilian investigators who never fired a 
gun in war. However, impartial such a court may in- 
tend its findings to be, it is inevitable that in an organiza- 
tion like the National Guard in which regimental and 
other politics has so large a place influence should be 
brought to bear upon the judges that would tend to 
vitiate the purely military quality that their decision 
should possess. It may be doubted even that such a 
court can be entirely free from the desire natural to 
state pride to relieve a regiment, from which the com- 
monwealth expected much, of the odium of a failure 
which to the Regular soldier would be no cause of won- 
der and no occasion for condemnation. To the civilian 





who considers the National Guard regiments the perfect 
flower of military efficiency there would naturally seem 
to be no reason for failure except unexpected exhibitions 
of cowardice or inexcusable incompetency among the 
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commanding officers. It may be. that an exaggerated 
idea of the ability of the mn New York Volunteers to 
meet a situation that wo have staggered the best Keg- 
ulars has kept the manile of charity from being thrown 
at home as it was in the Army over acts which a proper 
understanding of the case would ascribe to a lack of 
military experience and not to cowardice or incom- 


petency. 

Admitting the honesty of the State court which is to 
be taken for F a nay its very decision will but em- 
phasize the difference between its opinions and the opin- 
ions of Army officers, and make almost unavoidable the 
belief that other than purely military considerations 
crept into the composition of its collective judgment. 
‘Lhere is nowhere on record evidence that any Army _offi- 
cer considered Col. Downs, Lieut. Col. Smith and Maj. 
Whittle unworthy of an honorable discharge, for if they 
were unworthy of such a discharge, charges should 
have been preferred against them, and any Army officer 
failing to prefer such charges was guilty of a neglect 
of duty. To accept the decision of the State Court in 
this inquiry would be to accuse Army officers of neglect 
of duty and to take from a full and honorable discharge 
the distinction and honor which make it so dear to a 
soldier. Their Division and Brigade Commanders by 
bringing no charges against the three New York officers 
whom they saw in action testified to their military worth. 
Civilians who were never within one thousand miles of 
the battlefield, on testimony much of which bore evi- 
dence of great personal animosity, have come to a con- 
trary conclusion; but the sound common sense of the 
soldier, who knows that the Army does not bestow its 
honors lightly, will keep him from thinking any the less 
of his honorable discharge no matter what a State court 
may say about it.

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THE BEEF INQUIRY. 


Before the Court of Inquiry on the beef supply this 
week Major James M. Lancaster, of the 4th Art., ex- 
pressed the opinion that live cattle could have been land- 


ed at Daiquiri. Depositions were read from Alexander 
Powell, the owner of the Powell process for preserving 
meat, stated that he did not use formaldehyde in his 
process, and did not know what it was. 

The sitting of April 24 was the last open session of 
the court. The report of Lieut. Col. E. A. Garlington, 
of the Inspector General's office, was not accepted as 
evidence, the court holding that the investigation he had 
conducted under orders of General Miles was no better 
or fuller than its inquiry. Recorder Davis read brief re- 
ports from Gen. Breckinridge, the Inspector General, 
and also from two of his subordinates, Major Philip 
Reade and Lieut. Col. Garlington. Gen. Breckinridge 
condemned the canned beef ration, and, speaking gen- 
erally, said that, while the army ration fulfilled all the 
scientific requirements as to food values, its component 
parts should be changed, to meet the new conditions of 
service. He also suggested that articles required by 
sick and convalescent soldiers should be added. The 
court then decided that if any of the depositions for 
which General Miles has called should be received prior 
to the completion of the report of the Board, they should 
be admitted as evidence, subject to the Board’s limita- 
ions, 

In summing up for General Miles, Major Lee presented 
a long argument, which reviewed the causes that led to 
the beef investigation, analyzed the mass of testimony 
ndduced, and closed by claiming that the charges with 
regard to the quality of the beef supply had been abund- 
antly sustained. 

Major Lee said that the Major General commanding 
was obliged by his position to institute searching in- 
quiry into the allegations concerning the food supply of 
the army. 

“No one,” he said, “claimed that any one article of 
food was to blame. But,” said he, “the overwhelming 
evidence of, we believe, not less than 90 per cent. of the 
officers shows beyond reasonable doubt that the so-called 
canned roast beef, as a meat ration, was all that it 
should not have been and nothing that it should have 
been for the American soldier.” 

Major Lee contended that the canned roast beef had 
been adopted as a ration without adequate test. He de- 
clared that some inspections were so perfunctory that 
canned meats were accepted “on the reputation of the 
packing firms.” 

Taking up refrigerated beef, Major Lee said that, as 
in the case of the so-called roast beef, another experi- 
ment of attempting to supply an army in the field in a 
campaign with refrigerated beef was undertaken. The 
methods fully tested and of approved efficiency in other 
wars were discarded for this hitherto untried experi- 
ment. The stipulation that the refrigerated beef should 
keep seventy-two hours involved what was regarded by 
many experienced men as impossible of satisfactory ful- 
fillment. A preservative process, in addition to the or- 
dinary refrigeration, seemed necessary, and in discussing 
the subject with Gen. Eagan, four witnesses, Major Lee 
alleged, testified in effect that the Commissary General 
stated that the refrigerating people had a special pro- 
cess for preserving meat, and that one process was being 
tested at Tampa, Fla. 

Major Lee contended that it was established beyond 
all doubt by competent and reliable testimony that the 
beef furnished the troops in Florida had been subjected 
to some process to insure its keeping the specified con- 
tract time, 

Major Lee claimed that it was perfectly practicable to 
have at all times herds of fat cattle at every camp in 
the United States to meet any and all exigencies of ser- 
vice; that at no time during the war was there any 
emergency calling for food supplies by other than the 
safe methods of proved experience; that it was perfectly 
practicable to land beef cattle with the armies in both 
Porto Rico and Cuba; that there was no necessity for 
departure from the Army travel ration, which had been 
found perfectly satisfactory; that all the canned food 
possible had been gathered up, much of which had been 
stored for years in the warehouses of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, in other places, and in foreign store- 
houses, and falsely labeled, ‘Prime Roast Beef,’ when 
there was not an ounce of roast beef, and not an ounce 
of prime beef, contained in the cans; that to fulfill the 
contracts the contractors were compelled to employ pre- 
servatives, and that they possessed and intended to use 
chemicals. 

Major Lee said he believed these facts had been estab- 
lished beyond question, and that a great fraud had been 
perpetrated upon the Government, and a great crime 
committed upon its soldiers.

A correspondent writes: “I am much interested in read- 
ing ‘Correspondence’ from various posts and camps, and 
usually find it accurate. But on page 804 of last week's 
paper is a letter from Department of the Gulf. The 
opening paragraph is such a collection of misstatements 
as to ruin the value of everything else written by the cor- 
respondent. Gen. W. P. Hall, a graduate of 1868, was 
not, according to the Army Register, in the Army dur- 
ing the Rebellion. At the time your correspondent says 
he commanded the Ist Brigade of Custer’s Cavalry Di- 
vision in 1864, Hall was a Cadet at West Point.” 


The letter referred to was written by a correspondent 
we had never heard from before, and his misstatement 
escaped attention. More than one-half of his letter was 
stricken out before publication, and more might have 
been had not the error to which our notice is called 
escaped attention. 
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FROM THE ISLANDS. 

The development of two new cases of yellow fever at 
Havana on April 21 did not cause uneasiness among 
the medical officers of the American forces. Only five 
cases had been officially reported. But one American in 
Cuba is known to have the fever. He is an employee 
on a plantation in the Matanzas province, and is a dis- 
charged private. 

Since January 120,000 Spenish citizens have left Cuba 
for Spain. The Alfonso XIII. took away 600 on April 
21. A lecal newspaper at Havana has started the story 
that the Spaniards in Cuba would like to go to the Phii- 
ippines to help the United States whip the rebels, and 
that some Spanish officers now residing in Cuba will 
offer their services for that purpose through Governor 
General Brooke. 

An incident that has stirred up the natives of Porto 
Rico as much as any other that has taken place since 
the occupation by the American troops seems to have 
been happily settled by President McKinley, who has de- 
cided to commute to imprisonment the sentence of death 
passed upon Rafael Ortiz of Caguas, Porto Rico. Pri- 
vate Burke, of Brooklyn, a member of the 47th New 
York, won the affections of Rafael’s sweetheart and 
taunted him with it, even slapping his face, it is said, to 
make the native lover’s discomfiture the more complete, 
Ortiz slipped up behind Burke as he sat in a cafe and 
cut his throat. Burke died and Ortiz was condemned 
to death by a court martial. When Secretary Alger re- 
cently visited Caguas, the entire population turned out 
und besought him to prevent the execution of Ortiz. 
‘the Seeretar promised to lay the matter before the 
l’resident and did so, with the result that the President 
adopted a milder punishment. 

On April 22, Governor General Brooke and Generals 
Gomez, Castillo and Rodriguez held a long conference 
with reference to the Cuban army pay rolls and the 
umount to be paid to each soldier. General Gomez is 
understood to have suggested that the names of all the 
scldiers who enlisted after the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war be eliminated. No conclusion was reached 
when the conference was adjourned. 

That the presence of American troops in Cuba is con- 
sidered a guarantee of law and order is strikingly shown 
every now and then by the frequent visits of prominent 
Spaniards to Governor General Brooke in Havana in an 
endeavor to ascertain how long the troops of the United 
Siates are to remain on the island. Most of these call- 
ers have no hesitation in declaring that their stay will 
not continue after the departure of the American troops, 

s they fear they would be at the mercy of the unfor- 
giving natives. From the interior districts where natur- 
ally the strong arm of American protection is less felt, 
come reports of constant discomfort caused to Spaniards 
by anonymous threats and occasional outrages. 

Now that a strict naval patrol of the Island of Luzon 
has been established by the fleet of Admiral Dewey, 
speculation has begun in Manila as to where Aguinaldo 
is going to obtain his ammunition and how long his pres- 
ent stock will last. The only source of such supplies on 
the island was a small cartridge factory which Aguin- 
aldo put up and set going at Imus, several miles south- 
east of Manila, but it never was able to turn out enough 
bullets for even one day’s good fighting. 

The situation of the Spanish prisoners is so distressing 
that General Rios has appealed to all the foreign resi- 
ents of the Philippines to assist him in securing their 
release. Foreign merchants, regardless of nationality, 
have signed a memoria] to Aguinaldo, assuring him that 
it is contrary to the laws of civilized nations to hold the 
Spanish prisoners, since Spain is no longer a combatant. 
!he memorial does not recognize Aguinaldo as President, 
und is merely addressed to him as chief of the native 
military. The mo gee declare in the paper that if he 
releases the Spanish prisoners he will raise himself in 
the estimation of all mankind. A committee of three 
residents will carry the memorial to the rebel chieftain 
under a flag of truce. Reports of the pitiful condition 
of the prisoners are being constantly received. They are 
described as starved and bound with thongs, and beaten 
without compassion. 

On the principle that the burnt child dreads the fire 
the insurgents seem to be in no haste to meet their old 
adversaries, the Spaniards. Col. Romie and Major Las- 
soras, the Spanish Commissioners, with their secretaries, 
attempted on April 22 to hold a conference with Agui- 
naldo regarding an exchange of prisoners. They tried to 
pass within the rebel lines under a flag of truce, but the 
catpeaes warned them back and they had to return to 
Manila. 

A telegram was received April 20 at the War Depart- 
ment from Col. Gaillard, commanding the 3d U. 8. Vol- 
unteer Engineers, which regiment was brought from 
Cuba on the transport Thomas, saying that the regiment 
had disembarked at Duafsky Island detention camp, 
South Carolina, on the 19th, S36 r;. He stated that 
the accommodations and food on the Thomas were good 
and that the health of the men was excellent. 
two convalescents were left behind in Cuba. 

The U. 8. S. Badger, Comdr. Miller, arrived at San 
Francisco, Cal., April 16, making the run of 14,000 
miles from Hampton Roads in the ouick time of 74 days. 
The voyage was made via the Falkland Islands and the 
Straits of Magellan, stopping for coal at Bahia, Mon- 
lendo and Callao and at the Falkland Islands to exhume 
the body of the late Rear Admiral Spotts, who died at 
Port Stanley on March 10, 1882. is body will be 
buried with military honors at Mare Island Navy Yard. 
The Badger experienced fine weather during ber trip.

ent as those which he deduces from Siacci’s equations 
for direct fire. The reputation of Maj. Ingalls as an 
authority or as publisher, is recognized in artillery cir- 
cles the world over.

G. 0. 43, DEPT. OF PORTO RICO, APRIL 6, 1899. 


In accordance with orders from the War Department, na- 
tive products of Porto Rico purchased by the Commissary 
Department for the use of the U. 8S. Army, will be exempt 
from the consumption tax. 

The War Department having forbidden the issue of ra- 
tions to Porto Ricans, Commanding Officers of Posts are 
authorized, to prevent suffering among the people in their 
respective localities, to purchase necessary articles of food 
at a rate not to exceed ten centavos a day for each n 
pemnen, and to send bill for same to this office for payment 

rom the moneys of the island, as directed by the authori- 
ties at Washington. Great discretion must be used in 
carrying out these instructions and aid should only be ex- 
tended to those who are unable to work or to obtain same. 

The recent visit of the Department Commander to Cag- 
uas, Cayey, Aibonito, Coamo, Coamo Springs, Santa Isabe 
Guayama, and Arroyo showed a satisfactory condition ot 
affairs and that the people are strongly in sympathy with 
American methods and progress. At Coamo Springs, a 
most patient and commendable work is progressing in pro- 
curing vaccine for the benefit of the people of this island. 
At some of the towns complaint was made as to the cost 
of bread, eight centavos a loaf, the same as last summer, 
although the price of flour is much less now. The price 
should not be over six centavos a pound. In the ay of 
San Juan the price of bread is down to four centavos. It is 
the duty of the Alcaldes to reduce as far as possible the 
cost of all the necessaries of life and to increase the tax 
on other articles. The prison at Guayama was not clean. 
The prison at Caguas was clean but an old building. The 
quarters of the insular lice and appearance of men at 
San Isabel, Guayama and Caguas were very good and par- 
ticularly so at the latter place. While the meals were 
good and the beds clean at the hotels visited, the location 
and dirty condition of the water closets, placed in or near 
the kitchens, as is probably the case also in pang private 
dwellings on the island, were most disreputable. ntil this 
unsanitary condition ig remedied great discredit will be 
brought upon the island as Americans view such conditions 
with disgust and their recollection of otherwise agreeable 
surroundings will be marred by this unnatural and disgust- 
ing practice. 

Tie habit of delegations coming to San Juan at the ex- 
pense of the people or municipalities must be discontinued. 
All applications should be addressed to the an secretary. 
If a reply is not received nor any action taken within a 
reasonable time a direct application should be made to the 
Governor General, stating what is desired, the fact of in- 
action and date of appeal. Valuable time is taken up in 
talking about matters that can only be attended to in writ- 
ing and by reference to the proper secretary. The work 
of building roads, taking charge of schools and jails, so as 
to reduce the taxes of the people, will be taken up as 
rapidly as possible. In the meantime all budgets will be 
reduced to the lowest possible limit, honest economy prac- 
ticed in all directions and patience exercised during this 
period of transition. ;

IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, MARCH 14, 1899. 


“The United States Provisional Customs, Tariff and Regu- 
lations,” published in G. O. 10, 1898, from this office, pre- 
scribed by the President of the United States and by that 
authority directed to be enforced at all ports in the Phil- 
ippine Islands within U. S. occupation, are hereby ordered 
to be placed in force at the Port of the A of Cebu, Cebu 
Island. The U. 8. Military authorities of that city will ar- 
range the details necessary to put these tariff regulations 
in operation, adopting the methods now in use at Manila, 
in so far as the same may be ——— The collection o 
internal revenue, the issuing of licenses, the Imposition of 
fines, etc., and all other measures which concern strictly 
the interior economy of the island will be held in abeyance 
for future consideration. It is probable that duties of this 
character can be conducted by natives of the island who de- 
sire to become United States citizens, and by such measures 
that a quasi civil administration within the island, under 
military ,supervision, tentative in character but looking to 
permanency, can be organized. This matter will be made 
the subject of mature deliberation. In the meantime the in- 
ternal revenues will be collected by the civil officers now 
performing that duty, and will be held subject to necessary 
internal expenditures. It is desired that the citizens of the 
island, acknowledging the supremacy of the United States 
Government, may be enabled under United States guid- 
ance to put in operation a form or civil representative gov- 
ernment which the United States can approve, and which 
may insure the peace and prosperity of the inhabitants. 
The following named officers are hereby detailed for duty 
at the port of Cebu, as follows: Capt. William T. Wood, 
18th U. 8. Inf., Collector of Customs and Assistant U. 8. 
Treasurer; Ist Lieut. Thomas F. Schley, 23d _ U. 8. Inf., 
Captain of the Port. All public revenues collected from 
any source whatsoever will be turned over to the Assist- 
ant Treasurer, and by him will be transmitted to Maj. C. E. 
Kilbourne, Paymr., U. 8. A., Treasurer and Custodian of 
the United States Civil Funds of these islands. Bstimates 
for and disbursements from these funds will be made in 
compliance with G. O. 3 and 5 of Sept. 5 and 17 last, from 
this office. Estimates will be submitted to this office, where 
upon approval, warrants will be drawn by the Military 
Governor on the Treasurer and Custodian of Public Funds, 
instructing him to a euproves amounts to the credit of 
the officers submitting them.

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within the last few days the successful tests made by 
Lieut. Col. George O. Squier, U. S. V. (Ist Lieutenant 
Signal Corps, U. 8S. A.), in conjunction with Prof. Albert 
C. Crehore, of Dartmouth College, who are the inventors 
of a new system of telegraphy, by which a speed of 120,- 
000 words an hour was attained. The instruments for 
the tests were set up in the War Department at Wash- 
ington and connected with a loop running to Fort Myer 
and back, making a circuit of fourteen miles. The in- 
ventors said that the same speed would have been ob- 
tained had the distance been a thousand miles. - They 
assert that their instrument will send 4,000 words a 
minute when the connections are perfect. Only a short 
time ago the world hailed Pollak, the Vienna electrician, 
as a rival of Edison for having attained a speed of 60,- 
000 words an hour. The country is to be congratulated 
on securing an invention that will enable us to open 
communication with every individual soldier in Gen. 
Otis’s Army and formulate our national policy on the 
opinions received from them.

Telegraphers in all parts of the world are viewing 
with much interest the success of the military cable line 
in process of installation in the Philippines, but it is safe 
to say that among Army men there is not the least 
doubt of its success. The military cable on the south 
of Cuba has proved such a success that there seems no 
reason to doubt the equal outcome of the more preten- 
tious Philippine installatjon. 





Batteries C and M, of the 7th Art., have been or- 
dered to return from Porto Rico, the former going to 
Fort Adams and the latter to Washington Barracks. It 
is expected that these batteries and the remainder of the 
7th Art., now in this country, will be recruited to their 
full strength, and sent to Manila. Three light batteries 
sailed from San Francisco this week, being those re- 
quested by Gen. Otis some time ago. The belief is gen- 
eral that more artillery will be needed in the Philippines.

The objections urged by the State Department to 
the despatch of Spanish troops from the Philippine Isl- 
ands to the Carolines have been withdrawn. During the 
existence of the protocol with Spain it was held by the 
State Department that under its terms Spain could not 
strengthen her garrisons, or in any other manner change 
the military situation. 











BEEF ALLEGATIONS NOT SUSTAINED. 

The.Army Beef. Court of Inquiry has completed its in- 
vestigation of the allégations of the Major General Com- 
manding about the food supply. of the Army in the war 
with Spain. The taking of testimony was concluded by 
the Court on. Monday and by Friday night the Court 
had practically completed its report and put it in shape 
for presentation to the President. Its contents have not 
been made known officially, but it is probable that the 
President will make the report public some time during 
the coming week. 

While the complete report is not known, still some of 
the findings of the Court have been learned, and it is 
announced with certainty that the Court has decided 
that the refrigerated beef issued to the troops was not 
treated with chemicals to preserve it. The report fol- 
lows closely the instructions of the President read to the 
members the day they visited the White House. 

In its finding the Court will hold that the character 
and quality of the meat refrigerated and canned was 
good; it was of good character and quality when pur- 
chased and continued in that condition when shipped to 
the soldiers. That there was deterioration in the refrig- 
erated beef the Court will admit, but this will be attrib- 
uted to the effect of the climate and the exposure due to 
the lack of facilities for better handling under the cou- 
ditions of warfare. The report will also state that the 
meat was not “doctored,” this being the expression used 
by the President, and meant to cover the charge of chew- 
ical treatment. The report will give an explanation of 
the testimony secured on this point, and conelude thai 
there is no evidence warranting the opinion that chem- 
ical preservatives were used in its preparation. 

Further following the instructions the Court has 
determined that the meat furnished was the meat orf 
commerce, it was inspected by the Government inspect 
ors as provided by law and was an authorized ration in 
the Army. It will hold that the refrigerated and canned 
beef was the best practicable fresh meat that could 
have been provided for use in the tropics, and it would 
not have been prudent for the troops to make the 
expedition to Santiago and Porto Rico without the pre- 
served meats, either the refrigerated or canned, with 
which they were supplied. On this point several offi- 
cers, among them General Shafter, explained that had 
eattle on the hoof been supplied and no reserve supplies, 
such as canned roast beef, been furnished, the Army 
would have been in a terrible plight had the enemys 
stampeded or captured the cattle herds. With this tes 
timony before it the Court decided that the Army could 
not with any certainty rely upon the cattle on the hoof 
on these islands. As to the canned roast beef, the report 
will show that it was pure, sound and nutritious and 
contained no deleterious substances; it soon became re- 
pulsive in appearance, though, when the cans were 
opened in Cuba and Porto Rico and often proved un- 
palatable and nauseating to the troops, this condition 
being due to the effect of the heat to some extent.

Following is the standing in general merit of Gen. 
George L. Andrews, who was graduated at the Military 
Academy June, 1851: Mathematics, 300; French, 98.7: 
English studies, 100.0; natural and experimental philos 
ophy, 300.0; chemistry, 150.0; drawing, 91.3; civil and 
military engineering, 300.0; ethics, 200.0; mineralogy and 
geology, 100.0; tactics, 150.0; artillery tactics, 150.0: 
conduct, 297.3. General merit, 2237.3; possible, 2250.0. 

The possible in French was 100, in drawing 100 and 
in conduct 300. In all but these Gen. Andrews was per 
fect. Gen. Irving Hale, who was graduated in 1884, 
was 98.2 in French, 73.6 each in history and Spanish, 
out of a possible 75. His general merit was 2070.4 out 
of a possible 2075. It will be observed that Gen. An- 
drews was perfect in all of his studies except two, but 
not perfect in conduct. Gen. Hale was below the maxi- 
mum in three studies but perfect in conduct. Gen. Hale's 
percentage of the possible total was, as we stated last 
week, 99.8; Gen. Andrews, 99.44. 





The probabilities continue strong for the re-establish- 
ment of the Department of Texas in accordance with the 
wishes of the Congressional delegation of that State. In 
ease this is done it is thought that Gen. Wheeler wil! 
be assigned to command it. The Department was abo!l- 
ished at the outbreak of the war and merged with the 
Department of the Gulf. The proposition for its re-es- 
tablishment has been favorably considered by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of War and it will probably be 
ordered in the next week or two.

while cynical eriticism is busied with the detraction of 


our noble seldiers and sailors, General Otis, in the des- 
patch we publish elsewhere, sends home the gratifying 
announcement that the Filipinos have finally reached 
the wise conclusion that the friendship and alliance of 
those Who have pursued them se vigorously is better 
than their hostility. We shall show them in the hour 
of victory that we can be as generous as we are deter- 
mined, and that a new and better era for the Filipinos 
will open with the conclusion of peace. We have no 
opportunity to say this week what we think of the con- 
duct of our soldiers at Manila. It is beyond all praise 
and will give the world new conceptions of the greatness 
of the Republic.

THE COGHLAN EPISODE. 

The following official statement regarding the case of 
Capt. Coghlan of the Raleigh, who is alleged to have 
made intemperate remarks at a dinner given to him last 
week at the Union League Club in New York, respecting 
the German Admiral at Manila, was issued by the Navy 
Department this week: “Capt. Coghlan has replied to 
the Department stating that the newspapers had not re- 
ported him with substantial accuracy. Also that he in- 
tended no disrespect or contempt to the German flag, and 
is extremely sorry that any such interpretation was put 
upon his remarks. Proper reprimand will be sent and 
such action taken in respect thereto as is proper.” 

The proper action to take in this case is no action at 
all; otherwise we shall conclude that our Government is 
disposed to show less consideration for its victorious 
heroes than that accorded to the defeated Spaniards by 
the home government at Madrid. Capt. Coghlan was 
ordered to New York after being at sea for two months, 
during which time he had no means of learning what was 
happening ashore. He had not even heard at the time 
of the oceurrence referred to, of the difficulties at Sa- 
moa which had somewhat complicated our relations with 
the German government. He was ordered to New York 
for the express purpose of receiving the attentions be- 
stowed upon him and the officers and men of his ship. 
He was invited to attend a banquet at a private club 
to which no reporter could gain access without the ex- 
press sanction of the officers of that club. He was as- 
sured that he would not be called upon for a speech, and 
that reporters would not be present. Owing to the indis- 

retion of some one connected with the club this under- 
standing was not carried out. Two reporters, represent- 
ing the different press associations, were admitted to 
the clubhouse and given such a report of the proceedings 
as it was thought proper to publish. One of them con- 
fined himself to this report; the other returned at a later 
hour, when the formal proceedings were over, and in 
some way obtained a garbled statement of what had 
been said when he was not present, or not supposed to be 
present. 

During these informal proceedings, in response to a 
call upon him, Capt. Coghlan told some stories of Navy 
experiences at Manila. These included a statement of a 
fact, to which all of our officers on duty there will tes- 
tity, which was to the effect that great indignation was 
excited among them by the singular course pursued by 
the German Admiral during the time of the blockade of 
Manila by Admiral Dewey. This was made for the pur- 
pose of showing some of the difficulties of the situation 
with which Admiral Dewey had dealt so effectively, and 
uot to reflect upon the German government, which can 
bardly insist that an offensive German Rear Admiral, 
violating the courtesies of the sea, must be held to repre- 
sent the German empire and its attitude toward this 
country. Incidentally, some verses written long ago by 
a Brooklyn newspaper man and extensively published, 
Were quoted in connection with the statement that they 
are being generally circulated in the East also. 

Now, all this, be it remembered, occurred on a social 
occasion and no correct report of what was said was 
made, so that the connection of the various statements 
was lost and no just idea given of their spirit and mean- 
ing. 

Called upon on a succeeding evening at the Army and 
Navy Club, Capt. Coghlan endeavored to explain that 
what he had said before the Union League was simply a 
statement of certain facts which he thought should not 
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be forgotten, as they belonged to the history of our naval 
experiences in the Philippines. It has served the pur- 
pose of our State Department to ignore these facts and 
we do not question that in so doing they have reasoned 
wisely, but they cannot alter the truth of history, and 
why a naval officer should be held to so strict a reckon- 
ing because he has frankly alluded to them in a free and 
easy talk, in the nature of a conversation at a social 
gathering, is not apparent. It would seem to have been 
sufficient to disown all responsibility for these unofficial 
utterances, as our Government promptly did when their 
attention was called to the fact that they gave offence. 

Does our traditional friendship for the great German 
people rest upon so insecure a foundation that we must 
crawl and lie ourselves out of a situation ereated by a 
semewhat too frank statement of experiences that 
have created unpleasant feeling on this side of the water, 
and especially among the officers of our Navy who suf- 
fered from them? Is the German government so ready 
to forget the many proofs of good will we have shown, 
notably when we permitted our Minister in Paris to take 
charge of German interests there during the Franco- 
Prussian war, and went so far in the expression of good 
will that President Grant, when he subsequently visited 
France, was denounced publicly by Victor Hugo? Can 
we not be permitted to say, what we believe to be the 
fact, that the action of the German Admiral at Manila 
was exceedingly shabby, and not at all in accord with our 
view of the comity of nations? Certainly an American of- 
ficer ought not to be disciplined for saying it, considering 
the circumstances under which it was said, and the fact 
that he has disavowed all intention of saying it in any of- 
fensive spirit. No doubt Capt. Coghlan has been some- 
what indiscreet in putting himself in a position when his 
enemies, if he has any, have him at a disadvantage, but 
the Navy Department, should not make itself a party to 
any attempt to humiliate a gallant officer. 

It may be unfortunate for Captain Coghlan that he 
said what he did; nevertheless, it is well that it should 
have been said, and we may congratulate ourselves that 
the attention of the Germans has been directed to this 
matter in such a way as not to give it a too serious as- 
pect. Frankness between great peoples is sometimes the 
best diplomacy, and nothing is to be gained by making it 
appear that this story of an unpleasantness at Manila 
between the officers of our Navy and those of the Ger- 
man navy has had no better foundation than news- 
paper talk. Germany is a great and powerful nation, 
but not even Germany can afford to disregard the sensi- 
bilities of a friendly nation, and she certainly should not 
be permitted to do it under the impression that it can be 
done without protest in any form. If apologies are in 
order the one first due is that from Admiral Von Died- 
erichs. A despatch of April 25 from Berlin says: “The 
Neueste Nachrichten and the Frankfurter Zeitung admit 
that “the American sailors had a certain amount of jus- 
tification for irritation at the presence of German men- 
of-war at Manila.” The Frankfurter Zeitung suggests 
that it was not the German Foreign Office, but Em- 
peror William, who was responsible for the “officiousness 
of the German squadron.” One journa!, which has lately 
published violent articles against Great Britain and the 
United States, acknowledges with great readiness “the 
civility of the United States Government in robbing 
Capt. Coghlan’s tactless invective of all offensiveness 
and political significance.” 





SENSATIONAL LYING. 

When no opportunity is offered by tactical blunders for 
hostile criticism, it appears to be the fate of successfu! 
Captains nowadays to fall foul of over-sensitive hu- 
manitarians whose feelings are wrought upon by the suf- 
ferings of prisoners, magnified by sensational correspond- 
ents and exploited by editors with a mania for flaring 
head lines. Gen. Kitchener, who did so well by his own 
men on the march and in battle, could not escape this 
line of newspaper pickets thrown out to get some sensa- 
tion, even at the expense of discrediting their own peo- 
ple, but the “United Service Gazette,” of London, in 
the following remarks indicates that the patience of the 
British public is well nigh exhausted on this subject: 

“Quite enough has been said by reliable witnesses to 
eonvinee the country that the charges made against the 
Sirdar with regard to the treatment of the Dervish 
wounded after the battle of Omdurman were unfounded, 
and it is now hoped that the publication of Lord Kitch- 
ener’s official denial, in the form of a Parliamentary 
paper, will silence the few sensation mongers who have 
hithereto persisted in propagating the calumnies.” 

That certain critics in our own land are preparing for 
a crusade against Gen. Otis on the same lines is evident 
from the systematic currency which particular journals 
are giving to statements in letters from private soldiers 
in the Philippines. These statements are accepted in 
some quarters with unquestioned child-like faith, al- 
though they bear all the ear marks of the bravado and 
exaggeration with which jaunty young fellows who are off 
to war for the first time in their lives, often color stories 
intended for family consumption. The dry narrative of 
facts would not sufficiently excite the wonder of the 
prosaic old folks at home, and the chance to appear as 
“banqueting on horrors” may be too attractive to be lost 
on the Volunteer soldier, much of whose compensation 
for hie trials in war he expects to receive in the wide- 
eyed wonder with which his tales will be read at the 
country store, and in his consequent elevation into a local 
hero. 

Has it never occurred to the horror hunters of the daily 
press that it ie a strange phase of American character 
if-we had to wait till we went to war with such a people 





as the Filipinos to display our patgre) love for . 
although we had passed through many 
which we would cade Se teak) induce cuse for cruel rep- 
risals without a stain on our national honor? Why have 
we treated with humane consideration Apache and 
Cheyenne prisoners only to break loose with almost eav- 
age vindictiveness upon the Filipino? It is not so long 
ago that the fathers of many of the Volunteere now in 
the Philippines took up arms to defend their homes 
against the redskins, and is it reasonable to suppose that 
the children will be less merciful to their Filipino pris- 
oners than were their fathers to the Indian marauders 
who had laid waste town and farm and slanghtered 
women and children without discrimination? Why are 
our soldiers so gentle at home and so merciless abroad? 
Why should they find in the comparative “squareness” 
of the Filipino’s method of warfare justification for a 
cruelty which their fathers would have been ashamed to 
show even to those who had tomahawked their loved 
ones? What is there in a sea voyage that transforms our 
sokliers from warriors of honor into demons of rage? 
If there is any transformation going on now, it is leas 
in the character of the soldier than in those who seize 
with greedy avidity upon irresponsible defamation of our 
Army as a pretext for undermining popular respect for 
the government that is seeking to realize the people's 
best ideals. 


THE SITUATION IN PORTO RICO. 

We commend to the attention of those interested 
what is said by our. correspondent at San Juan of the 
work of the commission sent to that island: The people 
of Porto Rico should progress slowly and surely in adapt- 
ing themselves to American laws and methods, They are 
in the kindergarten of a change. Obnoxious or non-pre- 
gressive laws will be repealed and others substituted as 
rapidly as possible. It is true that the methods of law 
procedure are slow, These will change and the. lack of 
prompt action, a custom of years, will be remedied. The 
fault is not always with the courts, but is often due to 
the difficulty of procuring witnesses and obtaining their 
evidence against others through fear of retaliatory meas- 
ures. There have been many examples of this shown 
Americans. Recently au ex-alealde was murdered for 
testifying against criminals. Many men are held in jail 
as dangerous characters and well known as bandits or 
incendiaries, but difficult to bring to trial. If there are 
corrupt officials in office, Porto Rico does not differ in 
this respect from any other country. Under the present 
system such men are removed as soon as discovered. 
Methods learned from Spain during the past 300 or 400 
years cannot be changed in that many days. A popu- 
lation speaking a different language from ours, of differ- 
ent blood and associations can only be changed by edu- 
cation and proper surroundings. Only the best Amvr- 
icans, morally, mentally and socially, should be sent to 
this island as object lessons to these people in guiding 
and instructing them in our ways with a patience apd 
wisdom such as we would like shown to ourselves under 
similar circumstances. It is questionable whether the 
Porto Ricans should be encouraged to look forward to 
statehood with the United States, for it would mean 
their destruction. They would be ground between the 
upper apd nether millstones of the two great parties if 
placed between these struggling political giants. A ter- 
ritorial form of government would be better for them, 
All we can do is to teach them our ways and let them 
adopt them as they will, which they will do when they 
see they are for their benefit. Let us treat them with 
due regard to their language, their habits and the asso- 
ciations of years, all so different from our own, and do 
nothing to antagonize them. Any other course will not 
be based upon justice nor humanity and will result in 
making enemies of people who now wish to be our 
friends. Other nations have failed when they have 
adopted any other policy. The question is whether the 
United States will profit by the lessons thus taught. 








The 13th U. 8S. Infantry, in command of Col, A. T.

take their place. As the regiment passed Holy Angel's 
Church on Porter avenue, the chimes rang ont. Some 
one in the crowd threw a rose to Col. Smith, and a short 
time after a little girl handed the Colonel a large buneb 
of flowers, and the Colonel picked her up and. gave her 
a kiss. A pretty young lady also presented the Colonel 
with a bunch of roses, but with wise discrimination he 
refrained from kissing her. Many of the houses were 
handsomely decorated along the line of march,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The converted yacht Vixen, which was the smallest 
vessel that took part in the battle of July 3, which re- 
sulted in the destruction of the Spanish fleet, is fitting 
out at the Norfolk Navy Yard for a cruise to the Philip- 
pines. She will start about April 29, and make the trip 
by way of the Suez Canal. She is a formidable craft for 
her size, and will undoubtedly prove a desirable addi- 
tion to Admiral Dewey’s fleet. 

The serious condition in which the steering gear of the 
Chicago has been found will be made the subject of a 
rigorous official inquiry at an early date. Of course, 
nothing can be done while the ship is en route for her 
station, but all of the facts will be collected and placed 
in shape for action as soon as the ship becomes avail- 
able for the inquiry. 

The enlargement of the United States Naval Gun Fac- 
tory at Washington will enable the Department to fill 
al requisitions now outstanding or which are likely to 
be made during the coming year or two. The new ships 
under construction will require a larger number of guns 
than any previously contracted for by the Navy, and the 
ilecision of the Ordnance officials to increase the number 
of rapid-fire guns per ton of displacement will necessi- 
tate a corresponding increase ir the output of the gun 
factory. 

If proof were needed of the utter lack of coherent or- 
ranization in the French Navy the facts which have come 
to light with the resignation of Vice Adml. De Cuver- 
ville, Chief of the General Staff, would supply it. Com- 
plete disorganization and misrule seem to . the chronic 
condition of the Navy of the French Republic, but the 
present state of affairs is probably worse by far than 
anything within recent years. 

Strong and determined effort is being made to so fat 
modify the plane for the new drydock at the Mare Isl- 
and Navy Yard, California, as to permit stone being 
employed instead of wood, as contemplated by Congress. 
The argument is so strong in favor of stone that the 
Secretary hopes to carry out the plans of the Govern- 
ment and at the same time have the dock, when com- 
pleted, of stable value and in line with the best practice 
in such matters. 

The U. 8. S. Nero, Comdr, Belknap, which has beet 
assigned to Pacific Bee H. telegraph survey duty, 
sailed from San Francisco April 22 for Honolulu, there 
to begin the work of deep sea sounding for tele raph 
cable to Manila. Ensign J. H. Roys reported on board 
prior to sailing as relief of Ensign J. Ridgeley, ~ 
valided and detached.

The Abarenda this week completed taking on coal and 
dropped down to Fort Monroe preparatory to sailing for 
Samoa. Besides the structural material for the new 
naval station at Ps Pago she carries 2,400 tons of 
steam coal which will be required by the Philadelphia by 
the time the Abarenda reaches there. The new coaling 
station will be of the most permanent character, the 
whart proper to be ‘T-shaped and to extend out from the 
shore to the 30-foot mark. It will be supported on solid 
steel piles which will be screwed and driven into the 
coral bottom. The sheds for the storage of coal will be 
of iron and the station is to be orevest with small 
tramways and automatic steam machinery for handling 
rapidly ‘arge Quantities of coal. It is believed that about 
ayear will be consumed in completing the work at this 
station 

Those men of the Raleigh who could not be spared 
from the vessel to attend the “smoker” arranged for her 
crew, on April 24, received a liberal supply of delicacies 
from Manager Boldt, of the Waldorf-Astoria. The 
erew of the Raleigh have presented to Miss Helen M. 
Gould three flags to express the appreciation of the “‘men 
behind the guns” for her services to soldiers and seamen 
during the recent war. 

The U. 8S. 8. Buffalo, Comdr. Hemphill, en royte to 
New York with invalided officers and men on board from 
Manila, was reported at Gibraltar, April 25. 

The U. S. transport Crook from Cuba and Porto 
Rico, is expected at New York about May 1, with a 
number of disinterred bodies. These include the remains 
of some Marines who lost their lives at Guantanamo. 
The bodies on the Crook will be reinterred at Arling- 
ton Cemetery. 

The probabilities at present seem to point strongly to 
the selection of Pay Director Albert 8. Kenny as the 
successor of Paymr, Gen. Stewart, who retires on ac- 
count of age May 10 next. It is understood that Secre- 
tary Long has recommended this selection and that it 
will be approved by the President. Pay Director Colby 
and laymr, Kkhand are active candidates, however, for 
the position and their friends seem quite confident of 
their success. Mr. Colby is on duty at the Navy De- 
partment and is highiy thought of by the Secretary. Mr. 
Rand's chief expectation of appointment seems to lie in 
the fact that he has a close personal acquaintance with 
the President and mrs. McKinley, but it is not believed 
that this fact will operate to the extent of securing the 
appointment for him, 

The North Atlantic fleet, under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, is now homeward bound from its win- 
ter and spring cruise in the West Indies and is due to 
arrive at New York on May 2. Practically the entire 
squadron sailed from San Juan on the 27th instant, and 
is under orders to proceed direct to Tompkinsville. The 
cruise has been one of the most extensive taken by a 
home fleet in Southern waters for many years and has 
embraced in its itinerary the chief ports among the more 
important islands in the West Indian group, including 
nearly all of those blockaded and bombarded by Admiral 
Sampson during the Spanish war. At New York the 
vessels will undergo a general overhauling and docking 
which will require the attention of the Navy Yard for a 
month. There is little work of an important nature re- 
quired for each vessel and by the latter part of May they 
are all expected to be in fine condition for active cruis- 
ing. It is the present purpose of the Navy Department 
to assemble the entire fleet at Newport early in June for 
stratecical maneuvers and evolutions under direction of 
the War College. Later in the summer the New Eng- 
land coast will be visited and operations carried on near 
the northern drill grounds. It is not anticipated that 
there will be any change in the command of the station 
at present, 

Rear Admiral Schley, by orders of the Navy Depart- 
ment was this week assigned to the presidency of the 
naval retiring board to succeed Rear Admiral Howell, 
who will continue as president of the Naval Examining 
Board. These orders are interpreted by Admiral 
Schley's friends to imply that the Department has no 
other duty in view for him at present and that he will 
be continued on shore service indefinitely. Another im- 
prtent order issued this week is that detaching Capt. 
. Cook from eccmmand of the Brooklyn and assign- 

ing him as a member of the retiring board. Comdr, W. 
W. Meade has been ordered to temporarily take com- 
mand of the Brooklyn and will bring her north with Ad- 
niral Sampson’s fleet. Capt. Cook’s successor on the 
Brooklyn will be later selected.

THE NAVAL CLASS OF '95. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal, 

It is a singular fatality that seems to have overtaken 
the officers of the Navy who graduated at Annapolis with 
the class of ‘95, Naval Academy. Last year, Ensign J. 
©. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, who had already distin- 
guished himself for bravery in rescuing drowning peo- 
ple, was washed overboard from the torpedo boat Cush- 
ing and drowned. One week later another fine fellow, 
Asst. Engr. Darwin R. Merritt, of. lowa, lost his life 
by the tragic destruction of the Maine. On the 11th of 
May, Ensign Worth Bagley, of North Carolina, died 
fighting for his country on the torn and shattered decks 
of the Winslow, where she had her bloody encounter with 
the Spaniards in Cardenas Bay. Now comes the news 
of the death in distant Samoa of Ensign John R. Mona- 
ghan, of Washington, whose body was so horribly mu- 
tilated by the savage islanders from whose hands he 
was protecting his wounded superior officers. All these 
brave men who sacrificed their lives, thus bravely doing 
their duty, were classmates of "95, and the sad peculiar- 
ity of that fact is enhanced by the comparatively few 
casualties among the officers of the Navy in general, It 
is doubly sad to lose one’s life at such an early age when 
a career of long usefulness is before you, but theirs 
are examples worthy of emulation by the young men of 
our country for all time to come. W. J. B.

NEW YORK NAVY YARD. 
At the Navy Yard, New York, this week there were 
signs of activity on every hand. The Glacier, Comdr. 
Arnold, was preparing to take on a big cargo of supplies 








for Manila, and is expected to leave the yard early in 


May. On the Yosemite, Capt. Ide, everything was bustle 
for the official inspection of the ship and crew by the 
Inspection Board, pecparnteey to a sea trial on April 26, 
before sailing for Guam. The Supply was discharging 
her stores, and will be laid up in ordinary. The Cincin- 
nati was in dry dock, where scores of workmen were 
making general repairs and alterations, both inside and 
out. The New Orleans, Capt. Longnecker, presented a 
spick and span appearance as she lay alongside the Cob 
Dock, preparing for a trip to New Orleans, where she 
will shortly proceed to receive a welcome from the citi- 
zens there. he Mayflower and Atlanta are among other 
vessels at the yard out of commission; the latter has 
been undergoing extensive repairs. Workmen were busy 
making repairs and alterations to several torpedo boats 
and toxpede boat destroyers, hauled ashore near the big 
shears. These boats included the Foote, Bricsson, Mc- 
Kee and Rodgers. 


TRIAL OF THE GATHMANN SHELL. 

The Gathmann shell is to receive another test by the 
Government. It will probably take place next week at 
Sandy Hook proving grounds. George W. McMullen, 
president of the Gathmann Company, communicated 
with Secretary Alger on the subject requesting a trial 
of the shell. In his letter he said: “I beg leave to make 
the following request; that you will allot to us the use 
of one or two of the 15-inch smooth bore guns at Sand 
Hook for a crucial experiment with the Gathmann shell. 
We desire to prove that even though a gun should burst 
in firing, no explosion or detonation of the main charge 
of guncotton in our shell will occur, To demonstrate 
this we propose to put one or more of these guns in 
deep pits, load them with an overcharge of smokeless 
powder, put in a charge containing about 100 lbs, of gun- 
cotton with fuse attached, choke up the bore of the gun 
with sand and completely bury it in the pit, and then 
fire it. The result will, of course, be to burst the gun 
and set off the fuse; but we claim that no harm will be 
done to the main charge of guncotton. We are moved 
to ask this largely because of the late explosion by 
smokeless powder of a 10-inch gun. We wish to demon- 
strate the extreme safety of wet guncotton even under 
the extraordinary circumstances of the complete rupture 
of the gun. The cost of this experiment will be very 
small. Three shells have been left over from the other 
experiments as well as their charge of guncotton; the 
only expense, therefore, will be the necessary charge of 
smokeless powder and the labor incident to the tests.” 

The Secretary of War granted the necessary permis- 
sion for the use of the guns.

The Navy Department has received communications 
from various patriotic bodies and some of the relatives 
of the dead, asking why the bodies of the sailors and 
marines who rished in the explosion of the Maime 
have not been brought to this country. Though the De- 
partment has made no official pronouncement on the sub- 
ject, it is understood that it has been decided to allow 
the ashes of the heroes to remain in their present burial 
place to spare the feelings of the relatives, who might be 
greatly shocked to observe the mutilated condition of 
the bodies. The land where the Maine men lie is now 
practically Ameiican soil and the flag they died to defend 
waves over their graves. During his recent visit to Ha- 
vana, Asst. Secretary of the Navy Allen had all the 
mounds placed in perfect order and provisions have been 
made for erecting a permanent wall enclosure around the 
spot. The wall will be about six feet high and at each 
of the four corners small cannon will be mounted. An- 
chors will be imbedded in the masonry at intervals. The 
graves of the Masonic victims have been walled up and 
tropical shrubbery planted in the enclosure. The erec- 
tion of a suitable monument is also in contemplation. 





The Naval Board on Construction has recently had un- 
der consideration the question raised by one of the bu- 
reau chiefs who holds that the last naval bill does not 
authorize the expenditure of any money in the construc- 
tion of the three armored cruisers, three battleships and 
six protected cruisers provided for by the act. A clause 
of the act provides for an appropriation of $5,992,402, 
“on account of the hulls and outfits of vessels and steam 
machinery of vessels heretofore and herein authorized.” 
This seems to be clear enough, but it is contended that 
as the amount named in the clause quoted is exactly 
that of the estimates submitted to Congress by the Nav 
Department for continuing the construction of vesse 
authorized by previous acts, none of it can be used to- 
ward the construction of » twelve ships included in 
the programme of increase for the next fiscal year. It is 
held that even should it be construed that this money 
may be used toward the construction of the twelve pro- 
posed vessels, none of it will be available because every 
cent appropriated is necessary to continue work on the 
vessels now building.

A VOLUNTEER’S OPINION. — 
In Camp, near Caloocan, P; 1. March 8, 1899, 
To the Bditor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

In your issue of Jan. 21, 1899, which -has just reached 
us, in speaking of the troops stationed in the Philippine 
Islands, you say: “The dissatisfaction and desire to 
come home which was so prevalent at one time, seems to 
have disappeared.” If this sentence was written with 


the intention of being sarcastic, you have fully and en- 
tirely succeeded, but, if it is supposed to be a statement 
of facts, you could not very weil make a worse shot. In- 
stead of the dissatisfaction and desire to come home hav- 
ing disappeared, it has only increased. More especiaily 
is this true of those who were deluded into enlisting in 
the Kegular Army under G. OQ. No. 40, A, G. O., 98. We 
were plainly and distinctly promised that our discharges 
would be granted us at the close of the war with Spain. 
‘This promise has been kept only with those who had the 
necessary “political pull.” We believe that the War De- 
partment has flagrantly violated its agreement with us in 
refusing to Samaras = when actual bal pl seats 
It might be ur at war was not really over un 
the om of poate had been ratified. While this is no 
doubt true, it is to say the least a very flimsy excuse 
for depriving us any longer of our liberty, In this as well 
as in sO many other respects, the War Department has 
fully convinced us that it is extremely unreliable. Many 
of us enlisted in the Regular Army as Volunteers in 
preference to Volunteer organizations, because we were 
led to believe that our discharges would be granted upon 
individual application"at the close of the war, while those 
serving in Volunteer organizations might be compelled to 
serve fully two years. ‘The majority of us made sacri- 
fices in order to serve our country, ‘but do not care to 
adopt the profession of soldier for a livelihood. It seems 
to us at this distance that we are simply held on the 
theory that might makes right. It may seem to you that 
our desire to come home and be mustered out has disap- 
peared because no more applications for discharges are 
being filed by us. This may be explained by the fact that 
our applications made here throug military or pear are 
pigeon-holed in Manila and we are threatened with a 
the punishments, less than death, known to military juris- 
prudence if we make a plication direct to the Adjutant 
General’s Office. The War Department knows only too 
well that it has us “foul” (excuse slang). We cannot de- 
sert and to work for a dishonorable discharge takes too 
long. We do not consider ourselves morally bound to 
the Army any longer, but would look upon any way to get 
out of it as honorable.

CAMP ONWARD, SAVANNAH, GA. 
Savannah, Ga., April 25, 1890. 

Savannah swarms with Volunteers, the camp on the 
outskirts containing about 8,000. Though they are in- 
clined to celebrate in boisterous fashion their approach - 
ing release from irksome duties, and to carry things with 
a high hand, yet the town ie as quiet as if it were ac- 
eustomed, all the year round, to being the chief mus- 
tering out point in the United States. And why? Be- 
cause of the presence of a handful of Regulars, who, 
with apparently no effort, maintain superb order, while 
seattered in small detachments all over the city. 

The difference in appearance between the two kinds 
of troops is most marked, and causes frequent comment. 
The Regular is neat, trim and soldierly. The Volunteer 
is, conapiceces by his go-as-you-please uniform, decorated 
with medals and devices, flaming war service chevrons 
and anything gaudy and brilliant that happens to take 
his fancy. . ‘ * , 

A scrap of conversation overheard in a street car re 
cently revealed a telling truth in a very few words. A 
group of Volunteers were comparing their mode of life 
and service with that of the trained men on provost 
duty, when one of them suddenly exclaimed (and in a 
tone of reluctant admiration): “Well, it’s different with 
ad Regular. He don’t know nothin’ but just to obey or- 
ders, and, by Jove! he does it without ever stoppin’ to 
ask wary : 3 ; 

Can the readers of the Journal imagine a regiment of 
Regulars “rounding up” their officers and enjoying the 
pleasant pastime of tossing them in a blanket? Such a 
scene was enacted in the camp of a Southern regiment 
not long ago on the eve of their return to civil life. 

Savannah has a cordial welcome for the boys in blue, 
and from a financial standpoint their presence is an ad- 
vantage. Southern hospitality is not lacking, and the

LIFE AT CEBU, PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
Cebu, P. L., via Singapore and Suez, 
March 15, 1899. 

The condition of peace and quiet into which this city 
has resolved itself is most remarkable though none the 
less pleasing. The change from what it was on our ar- 
rival is somewhat wonderful. The difference in this 
place as compared to others where strong force has been 
used instead of peaceful measures has been commented 
upon. 

One of the interesting places here is the hospital, 
which is carried on by the Sisters of Charity of the 
Catholic Church. ‘The hospital is very small, but every- 
thing was most scrupulously neat and clean. Under- 
neath it (for it is on the second floor) is a printing oftice 
belonging to a girls’ college, also managed by the Sis- 
ters. Here in this school are girls from eight years to 
sixteen, all at work on different things. ‘Vhe building 
is large, very roomy, bas mgh ceilings and is very com- 
plete. It compares fairly with similar institutions of the 
kind in our own country. There are twenty-six of these 
Sisters, of which seven are Spaniards and the rest Fil- 
ipinos. They now have a very small attendance at the 
school owing to the troubled state of things. The Sis- 
ters as yet talk no English, but have already started u 
class for its etudy. 

On March 5 the local President, Luis Flores, and some 
of his under officials visited the Petrel, and were pres- 
ent at the usual Sunday inspection, in which they showed 
great interest, and left the ship much pleased with the 
attention and courtesy shown to them. Before going 
they invited the Captain and officers to come ashore the 
next day and see a procession which was to come olf 
after evening mass. Accordingly, the Captain and Bx- 
ecutive of the Petrel, the Commander of The Plover and 
his Surgeon, Maj. Goodale, S. A., and his son, Lieut. 
Goodale, of the 23d Inf., were next day the guests of 
Senor Flores. Carriages were waiting ashore for the 
party, who were joined at the Government House by 
the President and his aid. 

The size of the city was a surprise to all the strangers. 
It has a population of 35,000. After driving about the 
town the visitors were invited to a house of President 
Flores, situated on the route of the procession. ‘The 
streets were decorated with tlage and lamps, to be lighted 
after the daylight had passed. The houses were also 
elaborately trimmed. The celebration was a religious 
one, postponed from last December, owing to the revolu- 
tion against Spain. There were two bands of music, 
two shrines—one of the Virgin and Holy Son and the 
other of the Cross. Another feature was a double col- 
umn of women in the peculiar costume, black skirt and 
white pina mantilla, reaching from the head to the waist, 
each carrying a lighted taper. Then finally men, includ- 
ing Generals and civilians of high degree, also carry- 
ing tapers. When the shrines passed flowers and rice 
were thrown upon them from the windows of the houses. 

A call was made one day at the Bishop’s Palace, as 
it is called still, on the head Padre who is a much re- 
spected man, and who was one of the Commissioners 
who stood by us and saved Cebu. We feel considerable 
interest in these men, and honor them for their friendly 
offices. 

There are but two English business houses here, name- 
ly, Messrs. Smith, Bell & Co. and Messrs. McLeod & 
Co., each large establishments and employing a number 
of clerks. ‘hese foreign firms, or to more correctly 
speak, the English firms in this part of the world are 
alwaye housed together, something like an army mess 
being the usual thing, with large apartments, surround- 
ed by grounds with tennis court, etc. The whole thing 
is called a compound. 

One day last week a trip was made to the bungalow 
at Guadaloupe of McLeod & Co., where a most delight- 
ful afternoon and evening was spent. The only English 
woman in Cebu, Mrs. Campbell, the wife of the manager 
of the above firm, makes this her home, having been 
three years here with no women but natives around her. 
She is, however, most contented. The officers from the 
ships and the garrison much enjoy their frequent trips 
to this Guadaloupe Bungalow, where they are so cordi- 
ally welcomed by Mrs. Campbell, who does the honors 
so gracefully. The naval officers are now able to go 
ashore when they please, the only restriction being after 
sunset. 

The weather remains pleasant, but the sun is warm 
and strong. Next month it is said the heat becomes 
greater, and from then up to June, when it reaches the 
maximum temperature, and Cebu is said to be the hot- 
test place among the islands. 

he Boston left March 12 for Sanobuango. They hope 
to take the government from the Spaniards, who are still 
in possession. On the same day the battalion of the 23d 
Inf., the garrison of the place, had a drill for the bené- 
fit of the local officials, who were much impressed. It 
was all a revelation to these native officials, being so in 
contrast to the slip-shod military style of the Spanish 
sores. The next day the same officials went on board 
the Petrel to watch the drills of the men with the great 
guns, etc., with which they were much pleased. Alto- 
gether they are being put through a thorough course in 
the school of observajion, which will enable them to 
make rapid strides toward civilization.

It is true the officers of the 
Navy could be educated in sheds, just as your laws 
could be made in a shed; but it is suitable and proper 
that this great country should have a Naval Academy 
that was in keeping with its greatness, buildings that 
would last for all time, as we count time from a human 
standpoint. ‘Che Naval Academy had no opportunity to 
tell what it had done for the Navy until the Spanish- 
American War. (Applause.) West Point was older, and 
had made a splendid record. In the Civil War the officers 
educated at the Naval Academy were the juniors. We 
had to wait until we were graybeards, but when the 
Naval Academy did have an opportunity to show itself 
as it did in the late war, it proved that it had not only 
officers equal to those that had gone before, but they won 
a reputation for the American Navy throughout the 
whole world. (Applause.) It is suitable that the Naval 
Academy should be rewarded for its work in granite 
buildings that will serve it for untold years to come; 
for while we revere these old buildings, and there are 
many reminiscences about them, yet there is something 
appropriate in myself turning over this first shovelfu! ot 
earth. I am the oldest graduate of the Naval Academs 
on the active list.” Then, taking the spade, the Ad- 
miral stuck the blade in the ground and, making a good 
hole in the earth, turned it out. Then he added: “I do 
this in the hope and belief that those who come after 
us will not only equal, but excel those who have gone 
before them.” (Continuous applause.) Then the Ad- 
miral received many compliments for his happy and ex- 
temporaneous speech. Next the contractor, Mr. Carlin, 
invited many of the guests to come over to the architect's 
building, where a collation was spread, and a bumper 
was drunk to the new Naval Academy, and brief 
speeches were made by P. J. Carlin, Mayor Steele and Mr 
Daniel R. Randall, a member of the bar, who hae a soll 
in the Academy. Adml. McNair, who acted as toast: 
master, then called on Mr. Elihu 8. Riley as a represen- 
tative of the press. 

Mr. Riley said that Annapolis did revere the Naval 
Academy. The city had given to the Navy, indirectly. 
Schley, as a citizen of it, and had sent to it Swann and 
Mullan and many others, who had added new glory to 
the naval service. There were two attributes always 
found in the American officer—courtesy and courage. 
The one was never wanting amonget the circle of his 
scepene, and the other never lacking on the 
field of battle. For the press, he could say from Maine 
to Georgia, and from Maryland to California, every jour- 
nal was in favor of the rehabilitation of the Naval 
Academy, for the Academy had won the admiration of 
the nation, and all the newspapers united in saying that 
Annapolis was the proper place for its location.

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HOW THE ROUGH RIDERS FOUGHT. 

In reading “The Story of the Rough Riders,” by Ed- 
ward Marshall, one realizes that the author is not likely 
to fall into the exaggeration which is the weakness of 
many correspondents who come into contact with 
yetual War for the first time. As a correspondent the 
qutbor was wounded at Las Guasimas by a bullet that 
eptered his back and kept him at death’s door for a num: 
ber of days. Such an experience disposes a man to 
view others’ experiences at a diminishing angle, and 
repds to the formation of calm and dispassiOnate judg- 
ents. Correspondent Marshall's admiration for Col. 
Roosevelt did not prevent him from analyzing his mili- 
tary character very closely. For example, he tells how, 
ust before the first shot came at Las Guasimas, Surg. 
ta Motte thundered up the line on a mule, making much 
noise. “Roosevelt jumped after him,” says the author, 
“and in urging him to keep quiet made more noise than 
he did.” The change that came over Col. Roosevelt on 
facing real war is graphically pictured thus: “Col. Wood 
was as cool a man as ever I saw. * * * * * Col. 
Roosevelt, on the contrary, jumped up and down, liter- 
ally, | mean, with emotions evidently divided between 
‘oy and a tendency to run. * , 2 Wood order- 
‘d him to take Troops G, K and A into the tangle of 
bushes and creepers on the right. * * * * * Per- 
haps » dozen of Roosevelt’s men had passed into the 
thicket before he did. Then. he stepped across the wire 
himeelf, and from that instant became the most mag- 
nifieent soldier I have ever seen. It was as if that 
harb! wire strand had formed a dividing line in his 
life.” 

In spite of the wound he received shortly after this, 
the author made enough notes to enable him to fill a 
number of pages with interesting descriptions of the 
scenes among the wounded on the field and in the hos- 
pitals. The record of the regiment is continued through 
the campaign to its closing gathering in New York City, 
made up from reports and newspaper accounts.

ume of the admirable German work, already noticed 
here, entitled “Heer und Flotten der Gegenwart,” and 
the illustrations are those prepared for that volume, 
which showe throughout the results of painstaking 
German industry. It is, as the translator says in hie 
preface, “a sympathetic view of the English Navy 
through German spectacles.” Capt. Mahan has accus- 
tomed the British Navy to view themselves through 
foreign spectacles, and the appearance of this volume 
is further proof that they find the process an agreeable 
one and flattering to national pride. It contains a better 
condensed account of the Navy of Great Britain than 
any we have yet seen from an Pnglish author. Mr. 
Sonnenschein calls attention to the interesting fact that 
in the original Capt. Stenzel “draws a distinction he- 
tween officer (Offizier) and official (Beamte): the latter 
denotes the medical officers, paymasters, etc.; in a word. 
non-combatante who are not called by the name of of- 
ficers in German. Indeed. there is an important differ- 
ence in the German Navy between the two classes. The 
officers, like the crews, take an oath of allegiance to the 
Emperor solely, the officials are sworn to the Imperial 
Constitution. as well as to the Emperor.” The fllns- 
trations (some of them printed in colors), maps and dia 
grare in this volume are very fine, the type ie excellent. 
and it is altogether a work worthy of its subject, though 
in the volume before us there is some variation in the 
printing of the different signatures, which ought not to 
occur in so handsome a work. Some are dark, and some 
light, where they should be uniform in tone. 





RECENT DEATHS. 


John Miller Stotsenburg (Captain, 6th U. 8. Car., and 
Colonel, Ist Nebraska Vols.), was killed in action April 
23, while leading his regiment in the action at Quingua, 
near Malolos, in the Philippines. He was graduated 
from West Point in 1881, promoted to the .6th 
Cavalry, attaining a Captaincy Dee. 14, 1888. 
When the Spanish-American war broke out he 
recruited for Nebraska regiments and was appointed Ma- 
jor of the 1st Nebraska, May 9, 1898, and sailed with 
the regiment for Manila in June. The following De- 
cember he was appointed Colonel. Being a stern dis- 
ciplinarian,compiaints reached Nebraska and the Legisla- 
ture took the matter up, but his distinguished gallantry 
and favorable reports from the regiment caused the mat- 
ter to be expunged from the records. He was a son of 
Judge John H. Stotsenburg, of Indiana. He leaves a 
widow, who was Miss La Tourrette, daughter of the late 
Chaplain James A. Tourrette, U. 8. A. She accom- 
panied her husband to Manila, and was there when he 
was killed and will bring the remains to New Albany, 
Ind. The death of this brave soldier adds one morte to 
the list of officers killed in the Philippines and in Cuba 
at the head of their troops, and while the country mourns 
yet it is well pleased that such gallant men wear its 
uniform. By the death of Col. Stotsenburg the Army 
has lost a most capable and efficient officer, and the coun- 
try a zealous, patriotic defender. Always industrious, the 
page he had filled as a staff officer had been honored 
xy his incumbency, and as commander of a regiment 
he had done his whole duty as a disciplinarian. It was 
unfortunate that he should have been the victim of slan- 
der and misrepresentation by members of his command, 
who, averse to discipline, sought by trickery and false- 
hood to have him removed from his command without 
giving him an opportunity to defend himself. But his 
whole course, more especially since the tty: 4 with the 
insurgente began, has proved the falsity of the charges 
of his maligners, and it is some satisfaction to his fam- 
ily and friends to know that the reaction which has 
taken place regarding him, though it came too late for 
him to know it, has been full and complete. Under his 
leadership his regiment has made a record second to 
none of the Volunteers for efficiency and soldierly qual- 
ities. “He died at the head of his regiment, fighting in 
a good cause,” is a soldier’s and patriot’s epitaph. The 
sympathy of the country will f° out, in full measure, to 
his widow, as she makes the long, lonely return voyage 
across the Pacific, bringing with her the cold form of 
him, for whose cheer and society she had de the out- 
ward journey, and by whose side she had —— the 
opening scene of the hostilities resulting in the catas- 
trephe which has so shadowed her life. 


Richard James Oglesby, who died at Elkhart, LL, 
April 24, was three times Governor of Illinois, served 
in the Mexican War as an officer of troops from that 
State. Went to the front in April, 1861, as Colonel of 
the Sth Illinois, was appointed Brigadier General, U. 8. 
Vols., in 1862, and Major General the same year. 
severely wounded he resi May 26, 1 He was 
also U. 8. Senator from 1 to 1879. 

The State Department has been informed by Minister 
resident Hamilton King at Bangkok, Siam, that Thomas 
Seanlon, late of Battery L, 8d U. 8.

Chevrons for faithful service and war service are pre- 
scribed. 

All enlisted men who have served faithfully for one term 
of enlistment, for either three or five years, will wear as a 
mark of distinction, upon both sleeves of the uniform dress 
coat, below the elbow, a diagonal half chevron. All soldiers 
who have served during the War of the Rebellion, and who 
were honorably discharged : all who served in the Indian cam- 
paigns enumerated in general orders from the Headquarters 
of the Army; and all who have served or may serve in the 
were honorably discharged ; all who served in the Indian cam- 
paigns approaching the magnitude of war, as may from time 
to time be so designated by the Secretary of War, are entitled 
to wear the “service-in-war” chevron. All enlisted men who,

The city is enjoying some last gaieties before the rainy 
season sends home too many of the American colony, 


which has gathered here during the winter. 

On Thursday, Ap.il 6, the officers and ladies of the 11th 
Infantry gave a ball in their immense barracks. The 
Cuartel de Infanteria was most beautifully and elabor- 
ately decorated and a bountiful supper was served. On 
April 10 the Secretary of War reached San Juan, com- 
ing overland from Ponce. At noon a banquet was given 
in his honor by .the Aynutamiento of the city. At 4 
o’elock he reviewed the 11th Infantry, a battery of the 
7th Artillery and Capt. Paddock’s troop of the Sth Cay- 
alry from Bayamon.

The commission for Porto Rico has come and gone, 
What the result will be remains to be determined, by the 
disgruntled American, who wants the whole earth i 
twenty-four hours. These seem to be in favor, but not 
with the educated Porto Rican, who desires to adopt our 
methods and conform to our way in a gradual manner 
so as not to give too violent a shock to the habits and 
associations of years. The commission did not leave an 
agreeable impression behind them. One of them tried 
to tell the Porto Ricans how to build roads, as they 
did in lowa, forgetting that the conditions are entirely 
different. lowa has no such torrential rains as are found 
here, where a road like those found in Iowa would be 
washed out in twenty-four hours. The Commissioners 
wished to show judges and lawyers how to do business.

Americans who have 
impressed their views on the commission, as to how they 
would run the island, and it ought to be done their wa 
and no other. 

The Americans have caused more trouble here tha? 
the Porto Ricans, and if they could be replaced by a re 
spectable element from the United States, it would & 
good for all concerned. One lawyer complained that the 
law of marriage here would not annul the Roma? 
Catholic Church law, and vow of celibacy of a priest 
and allow him to marry. If you can get the people 
marry at all, you accomplish a good deal, and overcome 
the moral neglect of years. 

If you want to Americanize, terrorize and anarchist 
turn this island over to Americans, and let the inhabi 
tants go; if you want to colonize, and reflect credit up 
the United States, have some consideration for the pee 
ple, keep the worst Americans away, and introduce ov 
methods gradually, and with regard to the habits, lat 
guage, and associations of years. In one case we make 
these people an enemy, but may make something out of 
the island soon; in the latter we do the first thing, kee? 
their friendship, but may have to wait a little longer fot 
pecuniary return. Which shall we do? It is not a mat 
ter of doubt what the commission will recommend.

The Augusta (Ga.) “Sunday Herald,” referring to the 
Court of Inquiry, convened at St. Paul, to examine int 
the conduct of certain officers of the 15th Minnesota In- 
fantry in connection with a mutiny in camp in Febru- 
ary last, says: “Gen, Young as reviewing officer and a» 
commander of the 24 Army Corps, whose duty it was to 
see that the strictest discipline was maintained among 
the large bedy of troops at Augusta and upon whose 
faithful performance and exacting of such discipline so 
much depended, could not have done less than to rebuke 
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the mutiny which at one time seemed likely to baptize 
Augusta in blood. Gen. Young has made too enviable a 
record as a soldier, both in peace and in war, to permit 
the impression that his censure, though severe, was not 
entirely justified by the facts in the case,” 

Governor Lind, of Minnesota, called at the White 
House and the War Department Tuesday to urge that 
the Minnesota Volunteers be mustered out immediately. 
President McKinley referred Governor Lind to Secretary 
Alger. At the War Department it was opplained to 
him that it was impossible to comply with his request, 
and he was informed that the regiment would have to 
take its turn with the others in leaving Manila for the 
United States. 

The information has reached the War 
officially in a letter sent to Sioux Falls, 
extra precautions are being taken at Manila to protect 
Gen. Otis from assassination. The writer, Otis Robin- 
son, of the 1st South Dakota Volunteers, explains that 
fifty yards from the palace in Manila squads are posted 
all around the grounds for fear that natives may at- 
tempt to assassinate the General. 

The officers of the 47th New York, who are intriguing 
for higher positions, and who are seeking to gain their 
ends by unmilitary methods, should either support their 
commanding officer or resign. It ill becomes officers to 
reduce themselves to the level of a target company, stir- 
ring up petty squabbles, in which the help of enlisted 
men are sought. Col. Eddy, the commanding officer, 
volunteered with 47th, and remained in the U, 8S. service 
at its head from May 1 until] Dee. 2, 1898, and because 
he returned home some two months before the regiment 
was mustered out, a meeting of those opposing him was 
held on the steamer while the regiment was en route 
home, and the malcontents decided that the Colonel 
vught to resign. Happily there are officers at the head 
of the Guard who will not countenance such action, and 
the sooner the officers who are practically sowing the 
ons of mutiny and conspiracy, are out of the service 
the better. 

Squadron A, of New York, will parade for divine serv- 
ice at the Church of the Heavenly Rest Sunday after- 
noon, April 30. 

The Sth New York, Col. Jarvis, will be reviewed by 
Brig. Gen. George Moore Smith at its armory on the 
evening of Tuceday, May 2. 

By the resignation of Capt. George J. Weaver, Adju- 
tant of the 7th New York, the regiment and Guard loses 
a most excellent officer. Capt. Weaver had served over 
tifteen years in the 7th, and was indefatigable in the per- 
formance of every duty, which was invariably accom- 
plished in the most satisfactory manner. The Captain 
leaves the regiment on account of business. 

Companies B and D of the T1lst Regiment, New York, 
will a brate the departure of the regiment for the Span- 
ish-American War, by holding an entertainment and 
dance at the armory Tuesday night, May 2. Among 
other things there will be a large number of stereopti- 
con views shown of the campaign of the regiment in 
Cuba and the several camps it occupied. 

Under orders from the Adjutant General of Ohio, 
nearly the entire Guard of the State has been disbanded 
with a view to a complete reorganization.

NEW YORK C.N ENSED MILK CO., N.Y. 
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A VALUABLE ORDNANCE REPORT. 


The report of a Board of Ordnance officers appointed 
to inquire into the experiences of our troops serving in 
the campaign against Santiago with the arms and am- 
munition furnished them shows that the .45 caliber 
Springtield and black powder have no friends left among 
those who had experience with them in Cuba. It is diffi- 
eult to understand, therefore, the tenacity with which 
our officers in the Philippines appear to cling to them, re- 


fusing, according to the reports received from the War 


Department, tov accept new guns offered to them and 
which were accordingly stopped en route at Benicia Ar- 
senal. Possibly the use of the black powder may ae- 
count for the excess of casualties among the Volunteers 
at Manila, which is contrary to experience. Doubtless 
our officers find that the bullet from the large caliber is 
more effective, and as their universal practice is to close 
with the enemy the additional range of the Krag does 
not count if its flatter trajectory does. But the black 
powder must have been responsible for many casualties. 

The Ordnance Board reports that the 30-caliber rifle 
and its ammunition have given complete satisfaction 
in service in Cuba, Not one cartridge was reported de- 
fective, and the breech mechanism stood the severest 
possible test. In rare cases the rear spring failed to re- 
tain the cocking piece in the withdrawing position, The 
cut-off and safety lock broke in a few caees, but these 
parts are to be strengthened. 

Rifles and carbines were used almost entirely as single 
loaders with the magazine in reserve. There was only 
one complaint of any difficulty in charging the magazine, 
though several officers expressed their desire for a clip 
or other means of carrying a portion of the cartridges 
in some form of packet from which the magazine could 
be directly charged. ; f 

It is probable that this will be obtained by the adoption 
of the patent clip recently described here. It admits 
of feeding five cartridges into the magazine instead of 
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one by one, and ot wy my to so alter the cartridge. by 
remo the rim t this number can be increased to 
six. thout exception, every officer stated his pref- 
erence for the 30-caliber rifle to the 45-caliber Spring- 
Sq. even with a smokeless-powder cartridge. 

addition of a proper drift correction and wind 

to the sight is essential. The lug on the gate 
of the magazine should be hardened, the hook of the 
bayonet scabbard and the rear spring strengthened, the 
bayonet much sharper, the haversack enlarged, a range 
finder provided and an oiler provided for each soldier. 
Objection is made to the blueing of the cut-off, to the 
tendency of the cartridge belt to drop cartridges, and to 
the time and appliances required to open them. The 
canteen strap cuts the shoulder, and should be made more 
like the haversack strap. 

The blanket bag was not used at all, and all the of- 
ficers were of the opinion that it was useless for field 
service and that a blanket roll was _ preferable, 
and all that was necessary. In barracks the blanket 
bag is occasionally a useful valise for holding the sol- 
dier’s spare clothing. ‘The haversack will barely hold 
two days’ rations, and is therein defective, as the troops 
were called upon to carry a greater supply. A few of- 
ficers favor an oilskin lining, to prevent absorption of 
grease from bacon. 

There were no adverse criticisms of the 3.2-inch rifle 
by the artillery. In one battery, Parkhurst’s of the 2d 
Art. the breeeh mechanism of one gun, when much 
heated, worked with some little difficulty, which disap- 
peared when the parts were allowed to cool. In some 
rifles the copper vent bushings were blown out in action, 
and this the Board considers the only serious defect de- 
veloped in breech mechanism. The gun carriages be- 
haved well in action. 

The shrapnel gave general satisfaction, though there 
was one instance of a shrapnel breaking up in the gun. 

The use of black or smoke powder was universally 
condemned by every officer, revealing, as it did, the po- 
sition of the guns to the enemy. The Spanish batteries 
used smokeless powder, and the position of their guns 
could consequently not be determined. Artillery officers 
had no failures of fuses to report. So far as could be 
seen, all time fuses caused the shrapnel to burst in air, 
apparently at the proper range; and the base percussion 
fuses operated satisfactorily. 

For the artillery the peep hole in the service sight 
should be enlarged, though this will be at the expense of 
accuracy. The lantern attachment should be discarded, 
the clevis shank of the bow spring to be lengthened, a 
bent socket wrench provided for the nuts under the 
crank securing the ammunition chest, the ferrule joint 
of the sponge and rammer staff lengthened, and made of 
non-rusting material, the screw-eyes for the primer 
hoxes should be made to be easily unscrewed and pro- 
vided with a securing device, the securing chain hooks on 
the singletrees and the butt of the collar lock strength- 
ened, the whip shortened. 

The breech covers wear out very easily, and it is 
thought it is due to the paint weakening the canvas. 
All the compartments in the trail should have floors and 
covers if found practicable in construction. The connect- 
ing rod for the caisson road break is too weak, and the 
shoe is too soft. Both defects should be remedied. The 
pole prop and its attachment to the pole are not suf- 
ficiently strong and stiff to support the pole when the 
harness is placed thereon. The grease can leaks at the 
sides, due to the soldering giving way. This should be 
remedied in future construction. A leather case shoald 
be provided for the sperm oil can. In Taylor’s Battery 
a leather hood was made which inclosed the hub of the 
wheel, and prevented dust from reaching the running 
parts in that location. A leather collar was also used, 
which, embracing the axle body, prevented dust from 


getting into the running parts between the wheel and* 


the axle body. The hood also prevented linchpin from 
dropping or being broken going through brush. The in- 
troduction into the service of these or similar devices is 
recommended. The wearing of the rings attached to the 
singletrees and doubletrees is considerable, and if prac- 
ticable should be remedied. The ammunition chests 
should be provided with additional hooks to suspend the 
locks when the chests are unlocked. The amount of 
harness supplies and cosmoline should be increased by 
one-half. The Board desires to report that, taken as a 
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whole, the entire ordnance equipment for artillery, cay. 
alry and infantry, yaar ammunition, with the ey. 
ceptions noted, stood admirably the test of the most g@. 
vere field service, and received high commendation fron, 
officers who closely observed it on the march and in a¢. 
tion; and the is of the opinion that with th. 
changes recommended it will be entirely satisfactory.

It would appear from an article on explosions from 
common substances by Prof. Charles E. Munroe, U. 8. 
N., in “Science,” March 10, that common wheat flour is 


to be included among explosives. He gives an account 
of some notable explosions in flour mills, and telle us 
that “Knowing the chemical composition of flour, we 
may calculate approximately the mechanical work which 
a given mass of flour can perform, and find that the con- 
tents of an ordinary eack, when mixed with 4,000 cubic 
feet of air, will generate force enough to throw 2,500 
tons mass to a height of 100 feet. If we now consider 
the many tons of flour there must have been in a mill 
such as the Washburn ‘A,’ where as much as 1,000 
pounds of dust per day was collected from a single pipe, 
we can readily comprehend how such great destruction 
could be wrought.” 

Dust from oatmeal, candy, rice, malt, spice, sawdust, 
and even soap and metallic zinc may also become ex- 
plosive under favoring conditions. Even the air we 
breathe, when frozen into a liquid, mes an explosive, 
expanding 800 volumes when returning to the gaseous 
form. Water, when transferred into steam, increases 
more than twice as much or 1,700 volumes. Common. il- 
luminating gas is not explosive, except when mixed with 
air. 

“At the bombardment of Paris the Governor of the 
city feared that the gas-holders of La Villette would 
endanger the fortifications. He was assured that there 
was not the smallest risk; that if a projectile penetrated 
a gas-holder and set fire to the gas the latter would 
only burn out as a jet of flame, and that there could be 
no such thing as an explosion, since the constant_pres- 
sure would effectually prevent any access of air. Short- 
ly after a shell pierced the holder at Ivry and lighted 
the gas. There was a huge jet of flame for eight min- 
utes; the holder sank slowly down, and ‘all was over. 
At La Villette a shell penetrated a filled gas-holder and 
burst in the interior without igniting the gas. At Vau- 
girard another shell entered, and again there was neither 
ignition nor explosion.”

to officers an extra hazardous risk. The. latest order ig 
said to direct officers to denounce to the War Ministry 
any usurer who approaches them. It is to be feared that 
if such an order is expected to accomplish much, it is 
doomed to failure. Those conversant with the inside life 
of German Army officers declare that the almost uni- 
versal practice of incurring debts grows out of the small 
pay they receive, and the many temptations to extraya- 
gance which their position encourages. This being so, 
nine times out of ten it is the officer who approaches the 
money lender, and opens negotiations. In some quarters 
it is shrewdly surmised that the Kaiser would do a great 
deal more to stop indebtedness if he would enlist in a cru- 
sude for an increase of salary all along the line. German 
officers are not exceptionally extravagant, and the in- 
crease of their pay to what is generally known as a “re- 
spectable’”’ sum would apparently be the surest guarantee 
of their higher standing in the commercial world.
